Whom therefore ye ignorantly worship, him declare I 
unto you.” Then the Apostle plunged into a discussion 
of the personality of God. The Athenians only greeted 
his words with jeers. The city was crowded with idols, 
temples, altars and other sacred buildings. Hence Paul’s 
remark: “I perceive that in all things ye are too super- 
stitious. . . the Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth not 
in temples made with hands.” 
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McFadden Exposes “Enemy Within Our Gates” 


HRISTIANS everywhere must 
be awakened to the fact that 
there is an “Enemy within our 
gates” demanding the overthrow 
of Constitutional government and 
the destruction of all forms or re- 
ligion. 


The American people have enjoyed 
personal liberty and religious freedom 
so long that it is difficult for them to 
realize that these blessings, for which 
their Christian forefathers bled and 
died, could ever be taken away. 


On June 15, 1934, Congressman Louis 
T. McFadden delivered one of the most 
daring and masterful addresses ever 
uttered on the floor of Congress. He 
exposed some of the atheistic and sinis- 
ter forces now working for the over- 
throw of Christian civilization, showed 
their true character, and called upon 
the Nation to rid itself of these power- 
ful agencies. 


If America has sufficient moral re- 
sistance and spiritual vitality to heed 
this warning, there will be some hope 
for a change in the near future. If not, 
coming days look dark! 


Immediate action in our legislative 
halls is needed to cope with these de- 
structive forces, but the greater need 
is for a spiritual awakening among the 
rank and file of feople. America’s prin- 
cipal trouble is that she has gone away 
from God. Like Mary, returning and 
finding Jesus in the Temple, we too, 
will have to go back and find God 
where we left Him. 


A great Revival of supernatural re- 
ligion would put the love of God once 
more into the hearts of the people, re- 
spect for the Bible would be restored, 
the present tidal wave of mass immo- 
rality would be broken — and the Unit- 
ed States would be able to maintain its 
position of unselfish leadership among 
the nations of earth. 


A mighty, sweeping Revival would 
break the power of the “Enemy within 
our gates’ which firmly expects to 
weaken and finally destroy us. 


For a statement of Congressman 
McFadden’s solemn warning against 
this Enemy, we turn to his speech as 
reported in the Congressional Record. 


Shows How Communism Works 


Mr. McFadden says: 


HE recognition of Russia by the 
United States was consummated by 
President Roosevelt and M. Litvinoff. 
alias Finkelstein, representing Russia, 
at the White House in Washington last 
November when a joint statement was 
signed, and Mr. Litvinoff gave Presi- 
dent Roosevelt solemn assurance that 
there would be no further propaganda 
carried on in this country. This was 
understood to mean Communistie pro- 
paganda in praise of the present Rus- 
sian governmental experiment. With 
hardly any discussion of the merits or 
demerits of recognition the United 
States Senate confirmed the _ treaty. 
Only a few days had elapsed when 
Litvinoff made certain stantements in 


Italy that he made no concessions here. 


Russia came to us with a treaty in 
one hand and what in the other? Russia 
posed as a pacifist nation, although she 
has a military force that by comparison 
makes France and Germany look like 
nations of Boy Scouts.... 


The Russians say that a revolution 
can develop only as a result of an un- 
stable domestic situation. They say 
that while the economic situation in the 
Soviet Union will improve gradually 


the situation of the workers in the 
capitalist countries like the United 
States will become worse gradually 


and that eventually the stage for Com- 
munistic revolutions abroad will be ad- 
vanced. 


They say that the Communistic re- 
volution will come after capitalistic 
countries have gone through a period 
of fascism; and they mention Italy as 
an example. 


The corporate state is fascism, and 
in the United States today a correct 
interpretation of the “new deal”, with 
all of its alphabetical departments, is 
the introduction of the corporate state, 
or fascist, form of government. 


Russia is quite content because she 
has worked out these things in her 
own way. The Soviet authorities are 
now prepared to watch and wait and to 
continue their diplomatic activities. 


On December 2, 1933, Matthew Woll, 
vice president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, said: 


“IT am not optimistic as to our rela- 
tions with the Communist government 
of Russia. Pleasantries in Washington 
(having reference to the M. Litvinoff 
treaty negotiations with President 
Roosevelt) have not changed the char- 
acter of the Soviet Government. The 
pledge given by Maxim _Litvinoff 
(alias Finkelstein) has not divorced the 
Third Internationale from the Russian 
Soviet Government. These two and the 
Communist Party of Russia continue 
as the three joint elements of a unified 
Communist control in which each of the 
three parties is incapable of indepen- 
dent action not in accord with the 
program and desire of the others.” 


Do I need to call your attention to 
the strikes, the labor disputes, fights, 
and revolts that are now taking place 
in the United States? 


And I quote further from Mr. Woll’s 
statement: 


“It is clearly evident that, regardless 
of recognition, regardless of promises 
given and pledges made, Soviet Russia 
is as determined as ever to create in- 
ternal strife within our Nation and to 
foment world revolution... Do I believe 
Communist propaganda will cease? 
Most assuredly, I do not. I am confi- 
dent there will be plenty of Commu- 
nistic propaganda, ordered in accord 
with the Moscow pattern.... We have 
opened the door, and something is 
bound to enter. 

Russian propaganda is freely circu- 
lating in the United States. There is 
no governmental interference. Influ- 
ences quite in sympathy with the over- 
throw of constitutional government in 
the United States have seen to it that 


the Department of Justice is not placed 
in a position to counteract the activi- 
ties of the Communists, the world re- 
volutionaries, and those hundreds of 
organizations in the United States who 
are working to involve the United 
States in foreign entanglements which 
will eventually lead this country into 
communism and world revolution. 


As one specific proof of the activi- 
ties of the Russian Government I now 
desire to call your attention to a book- 
let entitled “Why Communism?” by M. 
J. Olgin, published by Workers Library, 
publishers, box 148, station D, 50 East 
Thirteenth Street, New York City; 
first printing December 1933, second 
printing February 1934; first revised 
edition March 1934. I call your atten- 
tion to the fact that the first edition 
of this publication followed within 30 
days after the treaty between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Maxim Litvinoff 
was entered into, and that the second 
printing and the first revised edition 
follows almost immediately thereafter. 


I quote from this book, page 44: 

“We Communists say that there is 
one way to abolish the capitalist state, 
and that is to smash it by force. To 
make Communism possible the workers 
must take hold of the state machinery 
of capitalism and destroy it.” 


On page 60 we find the following 
directions to American employees from 
the Communist Party: 


“Workers in ammunition plants, go 
on strike! Shut down your plants! 
Prevent governmental strike breakers 
from resuming work! Railroad men, 
refuse to handle war materials or to 
transport troops! Keep guard over 
your railroad yards and depots lest 
transportation facilities be used by 
governmental agents! Marine workers, 
do not load either mén or ammunition!

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“The Song of Solomon” 


ONE of the marvels of the pro- 

phetic Scriptures is the fact 
that widely varying portions of 
the Bible, written hundreds of 
years apart and under entirelv 
different circumstances, are of- 
ten found to be fitted together 
like cogs in a wheel. This proves 
that the same infinite intelligence 
is behind every portion of the en- 
tire Bible. 


The fact of this arrangement is il- 
lustrated by the marvelous blending of 
the books of Daniel and Revelation.

11:2 and 13:5, John announces that the

two months’, which is also three and 
one half years. All of which confirms 
Daniel’s prophecy with a degree of ex- 
actness that can be explained only by 
admitting that the Scriptures were su- 
pernaturally inspired.

The above reference to “farmers” 
and “working men” owning property, 
is a deliberate lie, because in Russia 
the people are allowed to own nothing 
—the five hundred leaders in Moscow 
own everything and the people are 
moved from place to place by the 
government, like cattle.

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The Woman On The Scarlet Colored Beast

(THE picture that we have be- 
fore us is found in Revelation 
17:1. To those who follow the 
many threads of prophecy 
throughout the Bible, there 
should not be much difficulty in 
locating this figure and seeing it 
in the light of coming events. 


After studying the books of prophe- 
cy and examining general. trends, one 
must answer in the affirmative when 
asked the question: Does the great 
Whore of Revelation seventeen repre- 
sent a coming world system of reli- 
gion? The book of Revelation presents 
many pictures which portray the final 
heading up of things long expected. 
For example, the judgments of God 
which have been so long delayed are 
seen being poured out in all their fury. 
The great deception which has been 
creeping upon the world year after year 
for many centuries, suddenly heads up 
in the Man of Sin. 


Again in the Battle of Armageddon, 
there isa concentration of all the bitter- 
ness and hatred of the nations of all 
ages when they gather together to fight 
it out in the most bloody warfare of 
history. So likewise, the picture be- 
fore us. The Woman is riding on the 
Beast which is none other than the po- 
litical system of the Antichrist. She, 
without question, represents the final 
world system of corrupt religion, which 
will be a concentration of all the evils 
of every corrupt form of religion known 
since the world began. 


Think of the seven churches of Reve- 
lation, chapters two and three, with the 
last one featuring Laodicia. These 
churches stand for seven periods of 
time in church history. The last, the 
Laodician church, represents the part of 
the age in which we now live. It is 
- noticeable that each succeeding 

ivision of church history outlined in 
these seven church letters, carries with 
it the various forms of corruption char- 
acteristic of the previous division, and 
continues to do so until the last divi- 
sion pictured in the Laodician church. 


In this last church picture is seen all 
the corruption of every period before 
it, even to the extent that Christ is 
shown standing outside the door of or- 
ganized religion. He says: “Behold I 
stand at the door and knock.” What a 
picture! More and more these corrupt 
systems fling their poison together un- 
til rege | they head up in one great 
world scheme of Apostasy. Not one 
system is exempt, nothing is too cor- 
rupt, nothing too vile to help make up 
the body of the Whore which John de- 
scribes. Hinduism, Buddhism, Confu- 
cianism, Brahmanism, Jainism, and all 
other forms of religion, whether Bar- 
barian or otherwise. It is practically 
inconceivable. Nothing has ever exist- 
ed like it, and worse than all, it is led 
on by the Antichrist. But we must not 
only look forward, but also back, to 
see whether this will be the creation of 
something entirely new. 


Has There Been an Attempted Rise of 
This System Through All the Ages? 
The Bible is full of evidence regard- 


ing this great chain of religious cor- 
ruption, and we will look back for a 
few minutes and follow it in a few in- 
stances. Even before man was in the 
world, Lucifer, the anointed cherub 
(afterward called Satan), began to lay 
his plans for world supremacy. Hear 
him speak: “J will set my throne in the 
sides of the north.” And again: “J will 
be like the most high.” Yes, he would 
change every system that was to be, 
and bring it under his own dominion. 


In Genesis 3:15, the wag Sone sounds 
forth: “I will put enmity between thee 
and the woman, between thy seed and 
her seed; it shall bruise thy head, and 
thou shalt bruise his heel.” Many at- 
tempts were made to break the Royal 
line of divine heredity which was run- 
ning between Eden and the Manger. 
Even David, who was in this line, just 
missed the javelin thrown by the hand

of Saul. Had the javelin hit David, the 
line would have been broken. This 
shows the “enmity” which existed for 
ages between God and Satan. And 
when on earth, Christ was always the 
Object of a desperate attempt to over- 
throw the Eternal Father’s purpose in 
Him. 

Then go on to Genesis four. Abel’s 
offering is accepted, Cain’s rejected. 
Why? ‘The answer is clear. Abel 
brought of the firstling of the flock, 
which pointed directly to the sacrifice 
of the Lamb of God on the cross. Cain 
brought of the fruit of the ground; his 
own planting; and thus an attempt was 
made to substitute the corruption of 
humanism for divine Grace. 


The Tower of Babel, Genesis eleven, 
stands before the world as an attempt 
to discard God’s coming provision and 
to tear up the highway to heaven. Yes: 
“Let us build a city and a tower whose 
top may reach unto heaven.” Then 
comes Moses and the Egyptian plagues. 
Exodus 7, 8, 9, 10. What is he doing? 
His rod, turned into a serpent, devours 
the other serpents. The water is 


turned to blood, the fish die; a plague 
of locusts, a plague of lice, darkness 
that. men could feel, cattle diseased, and 
so forth. What does it all mean? God 
says in Exodus 12:12: “Against all the 
gods of Egypt I will execute judg- 
ment.” The snake god, the water god, 
the fish god, the locust god, and many 
others! Pharaoh was, no doubt, the in- 
strument in the hands of Satan for the 
establishing of a great world system 
of Religious corruption. 


Then comes Nebuchadnezzar’s image, 
set up in the plain of Dura. All the 
world is called to worship. The penalty 
of being thrown into the firy Tetuans 
hangs over those who refuse to adopt 
this system of worship, Daniel three. 


But the greatest attempt of all was 
made upon Christ Himself. Hear Satan 
say: “Worship me, I will give thee all 
the power and glory of these world 
kingdoms”.

Does the New Testament Point 
Definitely Toward a Great 
World Apostasy? 


As we read through the New Testa- 
ment, we are amazed at finding so 
many passages which point to this very 
thing. Reading merely on the surface, 
one would think that these passages are 
only referring to the every day and 
natural course of events. But not so. 
Each one is a finger pointing in the 
same direction, and finally leading to 
the great false program of Revelation. 
This being so, we must glance at a few 
of them. The first one we shall look 
at is 2 Thessalonians 2:3. “There shall 
come a falling away first.” This gi- 
gantic systm of Apostasy will be the 
very embodiment of all religion that 
has sprung into existance as a result 
of falling away from the truth. Again 
in 2 Timothy 3:5. “Having a form of 
godliness, but denying the power there- 
of.”

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not only be void of the power, but will 
deny it. We are commanded, “From 
such turn away”. 

In 2 Timothy 4:3,4, Paul says: “The 
time will come”, then goes on to ex- 
plain what will come. “They shall heap 
to themselves teachers, having itching 
ears, they shall turn away their ears 
from the truth, and shall be turned un- 
to fables.” These are not mere passing 
events, but all speak with no uncertain 
sound of a world religion. 


Now turn to 1 John 2:14-26, and 
pick up such_ statements, “Ye have 
overcome the wicked one”, “They went 
out from us”, “But they were not of 
us”, “They went out that they might 
be manifest”, ‘Whosoever denieth the 
Son, the same hath not the Father”. 
Then he winds up these statements with 
the words: “These things have I writ- 
ten unto you concerning them that se- 
duce you.” 


I also invite you to read I John 4:1-4, 
and finally Ephesians 6:12-17. This 
last Scripture is very clear and needs 
no interpreting. It is plain that the 
New Testament abounds with many 
such warnings. We are not in dark- 
ness, God has given us the true light. 
Let us take heed. We cannot be too 
careful these days lest we become af- 
fected with this awful tide of Apostasy. 


What Are the Present Trends Toward 
the Apostate Church? 


It would take many pages to answer 
this question fully; therefore, we will 
just glance at one or two things. First, 
in regard to the Church. Its modern 
teaching, modern methods, Apostate 
unions, financial, political, and minis- 
terial corruption! It is not necessary 
to waste time in reminding you of the 
extent of corrupt teaching within the 
(so-called) Church of our day. Ques- 
tionnaires have been sent out to preach- 
ers asking what they believe, tests have 
been made, all of which answer the 
question by bringing many terrible re- 
ports. 


Theological seminaries are becoming 
more and more corrupt, sending forth 
the young men and women who are 
filled with the poison of false doctrines. 


Denominations which once had the 
highest standards are now dragging 
their standards in the dust. Evangel- 


ism and soul-winning passion is dying 
in denominationalism. Modern meth- 
ods have taken the place of first cen- 
tury procedure. Methods used in 
church service, church government, 
church finance, are all flowing with the 
tide. Worldliness and hypocrisy in the 
pews. Apostate unions are being made 
between denominations. The church is 
becoming so contaminated with the 
State, and the world in general, that it 
is hard to distinguish between them. 
Through these ungodly affiliations, she 
has become corrupted to a terrible de- 
gree. It is time that we open our eyes 
to these facts. Think of its financial 
corruption. No faith in God, all kinds 
of schemes for the raising of church 
finance. Bazaars, Rummage _ Sales, 


Suppers, Ice Cream Socials, everything 
but God’s instituted way, the Tithe. 
Then where does the money go? So 
much spent in unnecessary office help, 
so many managers, so much machinery. 
Only a small percentage of money paid 
for foreign missions goes to the field. 


Then comes its political corruption. 
Politics! Politics, and in the church. 
Wire pulling, hoodwinking. Ministerial 
corruption. Ministers tied up with 
everything of the world. Good fellows 
in the community. Belong to all the 
secret orders. Knowing the secret 
signs and passwords, then expect to 
occupy the God-appointed place in the 
ministry. Pulling tricks, trying to get 
the best pulpits, the leading offices. 
Where is the first century plan of a 
Spirit-called, Spirit-filled ministry! 
Yes, the modern church is going, slip- 
ping, sliding into the great whirl-pool 
of Apostate systems. 


Think of the Chicago World’s Fair 
with its (so-called) Fellowship of 
Faiths. One hundred and_ twenty 
creeds are here represented: Christian, 
Jewish, Roman, Moslem, Buddhism, 
Hinduism, Brahmanism, Humanism, Ja- 
inism, Confucianism, Seikh and many 
others. An attempt is being made to 
consolidate all these religions and make 
one great system. The very thought of 
it breathes the air of seduction. But 
this is a shadow of the Woman on the 
Scarlet Colored Beast that is to come. 
Every Cult, and every ism that can 
possibly be found will join hand in 
hand. 

In addition to this, some amazing 
facts are forthcoming from those who 
have investigated the inner workings 
of the Federal Council of Churches in 
America. Colonel E. N. Sanctuary has 
made a statement in his book “Tainted 
Contacts”, that “The Federal Council 
has many contacts with the Communis- 
tic and Socialistic Councils.” This may 
seem an impossibility, but facts are be- 
fore us, we cannot deny them. Look 
again at the reports of the Committee 
of Chicago laymen, and read a part of 
one of the chapters of their book “Pas- 
tors, Politicians, and Pacifists”. It 
takes the lid off and exposes the sys- 
tem and shows the Apostate trend. 
They declare: “The Federal Council of 
Churches is co-operating with and fre- 
quently working under the direction of 
radical groups. These radical groups 
are affiliated with the Third Interna- 


national, which is seeking to destroy all 
churches. The final object is a United 
or State church with the power to deal 
with Politics and Economics. The con- 
trolling group has at its disposal a bud- 
get of about $1,000,000.” 


Listen to their radio programs. Send 
in your questions; hear Dr. Parks Cad- 
man and a few others attempt to an- 
swer them regarding vital Christianity. 
How evasive. Never to the point. 
True conversion is explained away. 
Hidden under the polish of oratory and 
human eloquence. God abhors it. But 
it is all leading in the same direction. 
These and many other things are join- 
ing hands and are headed straight to- 
ward the World Church of Apostasy. 


Does Rome Enter This Picture? 


This question has been asked by 
thousands and is worthy of due consid- 
eration. Many have decided that the 
Woman represents Roman Catholicism 
altogether. I cannot accept this view. 
There is no doubt a very definite con- 
nection between Rome and the Woman 
in the picture; but I feel that many oth- 
er systems enter likewise into this mat- 
ter. No one Religion or Religious or- 
ganization is here pictured, but a great 
and almost unlimited group of every 
class and kind is boiled into one mass 
of Religious corruption. 


However, as we look into facts, we 
will have to decide that Romanism does 
play a very important part. It may be 
interesting to know that in the year 
1825 Pope Leo had a medal struck on 
the occasion of a Jubilee which bore his 
likeness on one side; and on the other, 
the picture of a woman symbolizing the 
Catholic Church and holding a cup in 
her hand. These words were inscribed, 
“Sedet - Super - Universum,” which 
means “The Whole World is Her Seat”. 
Pope Leo’s cup is significant because 
Revelation 17:4 says: “. .. having a 
golden CUP in her hand.” This surely 
points forward to something and should 
not be overlooked. There is no doubt 
a challenge and an ambition in Pope 
Leo’s idea of world dominion which 
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will cause all the forces of Romanism 
to continually reach forward for its ac- 
complishment. Al Smith, a good Cath- 
alic, is quoted as saying: “I believe in 
the support of the public schools. We 
don’t want to be taxed for Protestant 
and Godless schools. Let the public 
school system go where it came from— 
the Devil.” This, of course, is just 
a little side slap, but has in it a depth 
of meaning. No doubt, we have all ob- 
served the rapid progress of the Rom- 
an system, and have been caused to 
wonder whether or not there was some- 
thing significant attached to it all.

With these facts before us, we natur- 
ally ask the question: What is coming 
next? Surely there is something to- 
ward which this is all leading. We 
would like to ignore it, but we can not. 
All over the world its spires are rising 
and its forces are being strengthened. 
She hopes for world mastery between 
the years 1928 and 1936. Educational 
institutions are likewise becoming af- 
fected. The following statistics may 
also be worthy of consideration. First, 
regarding the public schools. 


In the following cities of America, 
75% of the public school teachers are 
reliably reported to be Roman Catholic: 
New York, Chicago, Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia, Buffalo, Cleveland, Saint Louis, 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, and Bos- 
ton. Many similar statistics could be 
cited. What applies to schools also ap- 
plies to State and National affairs. 


Yes, no doubt, Rome goes to help 
make up the system represented by the 
Woman on the Scarlet Colored Beast. 


But before passing from this subject, 
we must take one more step. Great 
things are brewing in Germany at the 
present time. Hitler has made some 
very significant statements. He re- 
cently formed a concordant with the 
Pope and thus called Roman Catholics 
to his support. Then came the Protes- 
tant elections. Twenty million voters 
selected four-thousand Elders, Deacons, 
and other church officers, and only 
those who wore the Swastika could hold 
office in the Protestant church. In his 
radio speech on the evening before the 
election in Germany, Hitler made some 

rofound remarks. The following are a 
ew of the statements made: “I am not 


interested in questions of faith and dog- 
ma, or teaching. These are purely 
church matters. But superseding these 
are problems that force the leader to 
take a stand. The church expects pro- 
tection from the State which in turn is 
entitled to expect allegiance from the 
church. A church that is not able to 
support the State is as worthless to 
the State as the State that does not 
protect the church is to the church. 
The State is not interested in consult- 
ing twenty or thirty churches when it 
is possible to consult one.” What strik- 
ing statements these are and how they 
point to the fulfilling of the great Bible 
picture before us. 


Mystery Babylon 


Much has been said about the pos- 
sibility of a rebuilt city of Babylon. 
But in Revelation seventeen at least, it 
is a system rather than a city that is 
referred to. ‘Mystery Babylon, the 
Mother of Harlots.” What a name, and 
yet, it describes the awful cesspool of 
religious corruption that is spreading 
throughout the world and which will 
eventually wind up in one great cor- 
rupt church. She is seen but for a 
short time in this prophecy; her history 
is recounted; she goes down to ruin. 
But she has left a trail of martyrs 
blood behind her. She is drunk with it. 
She has made the inhabitants of the 
earth drunk with her fornication. Na- 
tions, Kings, Presidents will fall before 
her awful onslaught. She will be An- 
tichrist’s bride. Every evil principle of 


all the religions of the world spring to 
her rule and authority. Mystery sur- 
rounds her. 


She is powerful, she is filled with de- 
moniac influence, her poison fills the air. 
She is blasphemous; she is not afraid 
to say: “There is no God, no Heaven, 
no Hell, no inspired Word of God, no 
Redemption by Blood.”

How Moscow's 


“GPU” Works 





A THING that has puzzled a 

great many people is how a 
little group of about six hundred 
atheistic leaders in the Moscow 
bureaucracy can control 160,000,- 
000 Russian citizens and keep 
them in a state of fear and virtual 
slavery. 


The answer is—the “GPU”, the most 
perfect and powerful system of secret 
police that has ever been invented in 
the history of the world! 


Like a great spider-web, a spy sys- 
tem has been built up in Russia, which 
means instant imprisonment, or death, 
to any individual who dares to so much 
as voice a word of criticism against 
Bolshevism. 


“The Russian Seesaw” 


The purpose of this article is to re- 
view in detail a new book published in 
Great Britain which shows the inner 
workings of Communism from _ the 
viewpoint of a young Russian who lived 
through the hell and horror of the rev- 
olution, became a part of the Bolshe- 
vick system, later repudiated it, and 
finally escaped to England where he 
now resides. 

The title of this hair-raising volume 
is “The Russian Seesaw.” The Author, 
a young man only about 27 years of 
age at the present time, was a member 
of Russian nobility prior to the revolu- 
tion. His name is Baron Michael Bud- 
berg. 


He was ten years old when the storm 
broke upon his country. Brought up in 


comfort and luxury, at this tender age 
he was suddenly thrown into a world of 
starvation and savagery. His _ book, 
written with a boy’s directness, relates 
his conflicting experiences under the 
Communist regime. In following his 
gripping story, one gradually acquires 
a comprehensive understanding of what 
Bolshevism really is, from the inside. 


This book, with its tremendous ap- 
peal, is not being published in the Unit- 
ed States but because of its striking 
contents, The Defender sent abroad for 
shipment so that readers might get a 
more complete knowledge of the true 
character of the Red Beast. 

Six Dominant Facts 

When one finishes reading “The Rus- 
sian Seesaw”, several things stand out 
in his thinking: 

First: The brutality of the GPU. 

Second: The universal immorality 
now existing among the Russian mass- 
es, which has developed under Com- 
munism. 

Third: The unbelievable suffering 
and starvation everywhere, conditions

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deliberately created by the Moscow 
rulers to keep the people in a weakened 
state of subjection. 


Fourth: The real meaning of the con- 
flict between “Red Russians” and 
“White Russians” which took place dur- 
ing the early stages of the revolution. 


Fifth: The fact that Bolshevick 
propaganda is slowly and surely sink- 
ing in upon the Russian mind so that 
millions of revolutionary atheists are 
being produced in that land which was 
once famous for its religious observ- 
ances. 


Sixth: The fact that the Reds firmly 
expect to eventually rule the whole 
world. 


Coming from a good family, Budberg 
was too young to understand at the be- 
ginning, what the revolution was _ to 
mean to himself and the future of his 
country. His father was dead, other 
male members of the household were 
slaughtered by the Reds, and when he 
was about twelve years old his mother 
died, leaving a baby brother for him 
to look after. Thus, his boyhood home 
was completely broken up. 


An ignorant nurse had served the 
family for years and her son, a young 
man of about thirty, became a Com- 
munist leader with a good position in 
Moscow. Michael and his little brother 
became known as children of the nurse. 
And the nurse’s son began to wield a 
powerful influence over the plastic, 
formative mind of young Budberg, who 
soon became a convert to Communism. 


He became one of the boy orators of 
Leningrad. His command of the Rus- 
sian language and other natural talents 
made it possible for him to influence 
the passions of the crowds that he har- 
angued. He became valuable as a Red 
organizer particularly among _ the 
younger generation. 


Later he was given employment on 
Bolshevick ships and visited ports in 
Europe and Asia. His experiences on 
water give many inside facts showing 
how literature is secreted into other 
countries by Russian vessels for prop- 
aganda purposes. What the boy some- 
times suffered at the mercy of brutal 
Red leaders and drunken, unmoral sail- 
ors has left its permanent mark upon 
both his mind and body. 


Propaganda in Germany 


On one of his voyages, Budberg met 
a former friend of his father’s, a White 
Russian, whose conversation began 
slowly to influence the young man a- 
gainst the Red system of which he had 
become a part. Instead of turning his 
new acquaintance over to the GPU, 
Budberg listened to the arguments 
which the White Russian had to offer. 


Though quite young, he was already 
questioning some of the underlying 
principles of Communism. He was de- 
livering stirring speeches about the 
“marvels” of the new system, how 
everybody was equal in Russia, how 
the poor and laboring classes had at 
last found Utopia in state Socialism, 
how everybody owned everything, how 
these “ideal” conditions would even- 
tually be put into practice in all na- 
tions; and yet in spite of all his vi- 
sionary rantings, his people were steep- 
ed in lust of every form, starvation 
and disease stalked across the land, 


freedom of speech was unknown, there 
were no personal liberties, everybody 
was being watched like dogs by secret 
police, parents were eating their chil- 
dren, human beings were dying like 
rats, nobody was allowed to own prop- 
erty or establish a permanent home, 
and yet a little group of rulers in Mos- 
cow was enjoying plenty and reveling 
in the bloated feeling which power 
alone can give. 


Budberg was already asking himself 
where all the wonders were about 
which he had been preaching! 


This is what the White Russian told 
our hero: “The Communists are bluff- 
ing people into believing that Russia 
is happier and more prosperous than 
other countries, but you who have been 
abroad know it isn’t. It’s the young 
people like you that they tried hardest 
to bluff, for you have fewer standards 
to compare your lives with. They’ll 
use you, and then when they’ve done 
with you they’ll throw you away. You 
think they don’t know who your par- 
ents were—of course they do, but they’re 
keeping their hands off you as long as 
Petya Lykhnov (the nurse’s son) is 
there to protect you. You’re a Com- 
munist, a true Communist perhaps— 
you believe that everyone should have 
the same rights and opportunities, you 
say. Well, they don’t—they’re govern- 
ing Russia in utter disregard of the 
feelings and wishes of the majority.” 


In the year 1921, Red propaganda 
was going strong in Germany. The 
filthy and debauched crew of the ship 
on which Budberg was traveling, was 
made to clean up and appear present- 
able when the vessel made port at Ham- 
burg. 


The suffering of the Russian people 
was fresh on Budberg’s mind as he en- 
tered Germany. Consequently, the con- 
ditions that he discovered among the 
Germans made him feel as though he 
had been suddenly transplanted to 
Paradise. He says: “Hamburg! I had 
never seen such a fine place in my life!” 


Was this the civilization that he was 
helping to destroy so that the “New 
Day” of Communism could be ushered 
in upon other nations? The propagan- 
dists and paid liars from Moscow had 
apparently done their work well, to get 
so many German people stirred up a- 
gainst their government to the point 
where they actually wanted to tear 
down what they had in order to build 
up a Communistic dictatorship! 


By degrees our young hero was be- 
ing disillusioned. We will let him tell 
of his experiences at a great Red rally 
in Hamburg. Notice particularly his 
reactions when it was over. He says: 


“A day or two later the Commissar 
of our ship came and asked me to re- 
hearse a speech to deliver at a Socialist 
Commemoration day in South Ham- 
burg. All the crew had been invited. 
I prepared a long speech and on the ap- 
pointed day a lighter approached the 
ship to take us away and on it were a 
crowd of people waving red flags and 
singing the Internationale. I was as- 
tonished and excited at the reception we 
got, for in Russia I had heard that if 
you said anything about Communism 
in Germany you would be shot. But 
here wherever we went we were pur- 
sued by cheering crowds. We were es- 
corted to the Underground and from 
there were taken to a great theatre 
which was full to overflowing with an 


enthusiastic audience. Most prominent 
of all were the children, each of whom 
wore a red star. They cheered us and 
shook our hands and the women fell 
upon our necks and kissed us. When 
we reached the platform everybody rose 
from their seats and sang the Interna- 
tionale. There were interpreters beside 
us and when their leader’s speech of 
welcome had been translated the com- 
missar replied. Then it was my turn to 
speak for the Komsomols (young peo- 
ple’s Communistic League.) I spoke for 
half an hour and paragraph by para- 
graph the interpreter translated my 
speeches. 

“It was not very hard. I believe at 
that time I could have given speeches 
in my sleep. ‘Moscow heralds the dawn 
of Sovietism in Germany!’ ‘The Rus- 
sian Komsomols_ will take the same 
steps to secure their freedom as they 
have.’ I spoke of Petya’s paradise of 
the working-classes and told them how 
happy we were now that we were re- 
lieved of bourgeois tyranny. But while 
the interpreter translated my words I 
looked round the hall at the rows of 
well-fed and well-dressed work-people, 
and wondered to myself that so many 
of them looked like the ‘bourgeois’ of 
Communist posters. And some of them 
were even fat. Still, there must be 
something in Communism if such com- 
fortable looking people desired it. The 
first pancake! I tried to forget my 
experiences with the Cheka. When I 
finished my speech there was a big ova- 
tion. People rushed up to me and 
shook my hand and kissed me. A wom- 
an offered me money. Then the chair- 
man got up and asked for subscriptions 
for the famine in the Volga Valley. 
The enthusiasm was indescribable. I 
have never seen. people so excited. 
‘What can they want?’ I asked myself. 
‘Surely they don’t wish to copy us?’ 

“It was midnight before we left the 
theatre. As we walked through the 
streets singing our Communist songs 
there was a brush with the police and 
some excitement. Some Germans had 
been arrested, including the chairman 
and the interpreter; frightful screams 
came from behind us, but. we walked 
safely on. The Germans had made a 
ring round us and the police could not 
reach us, but all the same, it was dan- 
gerous to go further. We were led hur- 
riedly down a side street and there 
some Germans offered to take us to 
their homes. We split up into small 
parties and I and another sailor 
were led off by a friendly electrician, 
and I slept soundly that night in 
his little workman’s flat. We were 
amazed at all the hospitality we had 
received; it was very odd to think that 
a few years. before our country had 
been at war with Germany. 


“When we got back to the ship, there 
were more invitations to meetings and

Our appearance had 
evidently been a great success and we 
were looked upon as the apostles of a 
new era. Twice more I gave my 
speeches, but though I was as fluent 
as ever—it is very easy when one need 
only address the interpreter—I don’t 
think I was quite so fervent. I was 
still searching for the hungry, op- 
pressed, down-trodden creatures that 
our Communist leaders had sent us to 
deliver.” 


A Religious Atheist 


Leaving Hamburg, a humorous inci- 
dent occurred in connection with one of 
the sailors who professed to be a great 
atheist. 


Eren, another sailor, and Budberg 
decided to play a trick on the outspoken 
unbeliever. We read: 


“One of the cabins had been used in 
the old days as a chapel, as the ship 
had formerly been a naval transport, 
and there were a number of icons 
stowed away there. One night we fish- 
ed out an icon of Saint Nichols, and 
climbing on Eren’s shoulders, I held 
it in front of my head; round me I 
hung a great white sheet that draped 
us both, and we appeared as a gigantic 
white figure with a saintly face before 
the atheist sailor, who was lying alone 
on his bunk. Behind the icon’s star- 
ing eyes I flashed an electric torch, 
and I waved my arms mysteriously and 
threateningly over his head. The ef- 
fect was stupendous, the sailor fell on 
his knees gibbering with terror. 


“‘Lord Jesus Christ, have mercy on 
me!’ he screamed, and he was reduced 
to such a state of horror and stupefac- 
tion that we had to revive him with 
buckets of cold water.” 


Moving on to England, the Com- 
munists who received them on New 
Year’s Day, 1922, at West Hartlepool, 
were entirely Jews. 


Terrifying Experiences 

Had Budberg known what awaited 
him, he would have been less willing to 
respond to the appeals of the White 
Russian friend of his father. Soon 
he discovered that an underground 
White Russian organization existed in 
the larger cities of Russia, financed 
from abroad for the purpose of retard- 
ing the growth of Communism in the 
country. And his new friend was one 
of the ring leaders in the movement. 


By degrees, we find the young man 
changing his color from Red to White. 
He eventually becomes a White spy, 
spying on Red spies. From that time 
on, his life was in constant danger. 


For a few years, he simply moved 
out of one terrifying experience into 
another. Only an unquenchable boyish 
spirit could have survived what he 
passed through. From this _ point 
“The Russian Seesaw” takes the read- 
er into the hidden recesses of GPU 
murder, crime, butchery and intrigue. 


The nearest places to hell in which 
one can live on earth, are the GPU 
prisons into which millions of people 
have been thrown for merely trans- 
gressing the whims of the Moscow ty- 
rants. Prior to the time when Bud- 
berg became a White Russian, he was 
arrested by the GPU for no crime 
whatever. 


Thoughts of terror surged through 


his young mind. He says: “I thought 
of all the beastly things I had seen in 
the Red Terror at Gatchina, bodies of 
men, who had been hanged by neck and 
legs, lying in the gutter; stories the 
White soldiers had told me of prison- 
ers burnt alive on slow fires and 
pinched to death with red-hot tongs.” 


It is a well known custom for GPU 
officers to turn on motors and engines 
outside of prisons, and keep them run- 
ning for hours at a time, in order to 
drown out the agonizing cries of the 
hundreds of prisoners who are being 
tortured to death in a single night. 
Budberg bears witness to the authen- 
ticity of these reports. He says: 


“Was it hours or days or weeks that 
I lay there in an agony of fear? I 
had lost all sense of time, but at va- 
rious intervals in the day a soldier 
brought me some bread and water and 
sometimes a little filthy fish soup. In 
the daytime it was very quiet; once I 
heard some women sobbing and plead- 
ing and men’s voices threatening, fol- 
lowed by the sound of people being 
dragged along the corridor. The nights 
were far more awful, for then I could 
do nothing but lie and listen. There 
were shrieks and violent blows and the 
tramp of footsteps marching. All 
through the night motors drove up to 
the building and stood outside with 
their engines running in an endless 
tormenting whirr, and through all the 
other noises I would suddenly hear the 
rattle of rifle fire. Were they shoot- 
ing prisoners in the yard? 


“It is painful for me now even to 
write of all I suffered, and indeed the 
interior of a Soviet prison has been too 
often described. More terrible than any 
thing ons sees or hears are the ter- 
rible things one imagines in the hours 
of silence. Sometimes I crawled to the 
door and knelt there listening to the 
Chinaman pacing up annd down out- 
side my door. One night there were 
frightful cries, wnile someone was be- 
ing led along the passage. Holding my 
breath, I listened. ‘Let us go and we'll 
tell you everything!’ a woman’s voice 
was crying. I heard a noise of scuff- 
ling and beating and cries for mercy. 
Then the cries grew softer and softer, 
as if the speaker were losing conscious- 
ness. That time I nearly went mad, I 
raved and hammered on the door and 
screamed, ‘Let me out! Let me out!’ ” 


Eventually the nurse’s son heard of 
Budberg’s plight and got him released 
from prison before his young life was 
taken from him. 


Vladivostock 


Later voyages took Budberg into the 
far east. For a time he worked out of 
Vladivostock. He explains: “The 
GPU was as powerful here as any- 
where else and had the town, as I later 
learnt, well under control, but at first 
glance it was difficult to realize that 
Soviet doctrines had reached this re- 
mote outpost of Russia.” 


During this time he succeeded in 
keeping his identity as a White Rus- 
sian well hid. The GPU did not sus- 
pect the secret contacts that he pos- 
sessed with the organized enemies of 
Moscow. But in Vladivostock there 
was a powerful base from which the 
Whites operated. He continued to serve 
as a White spy on Red ships. 


Budberg tells how secret shipments 
of arms and ammunition were con- 
stantly made into China. On one occa- 
sion, his carefully selected crew was 
personally received by Chiang-Kai- 
Shek, with whom he had a personal 
conversation. If it is true that the 
Chinese government has had _ these 
secret relations with Moscow over a 
period of years, it may explain some- 
thing of Japan’s alarm and seeming 
determination to control China. 


At length the hero of this story 
stepped into a GPU trap, was caught 
on board a ship and held a prisoner 
by his fellow sailors until the vessel 
reached port. We will let him tell of 
his horrible encounter with the secret 
police, on this occasion, in the far east: 


“Every day brought us nearer Vladi- 
vostock and the terrible examination 
that was in store for me. The G.P.U., 
I knew, had their own methods, and 
would not find it hard to get the in- 
formation they required from a boy 
like me. 


“At last we arrived. I heard outside 
the sound of footsteps approaching my 
cabin. It was Lavrov, whom the cap- 
tain had brought. It is very hard for 
me to remember or describe all that 
happened from this point. What did 
Lavrov or the captain say or do? What 
did I reply? How long did I wait in 
the cabin alone? Did I behave bravely 
like a schoolboy hero or was I like a 
frightened little child? 


“Razin and Lavrov and a few other 
GPU agents were seated in the saloon 
with the captain and the first mate 
when I was led in. 


“‘Come here!’ said Lavrov. ‘Now 
you’re going to tell us all you know if 
you want to save your skin. Who else 
is in your gang?’ 

“‘What gang? I don’t understand.’ 

“‘Oh, don’t you?’ and suddenly he 
reached out his hand and struck me in 
the face. It was what the Cheka agent 
had done to me when I had been ar- 
rested before. Blood poured into my

mouth, and I reeled with shock and 
despair. For a moment I saw a revol- 
ver lying in front of him, and a sudden 
impulse came over me to stretch across 
for it and shoot him; but he was speak- 
ing again. 

“‘You’re going to tell us all about 
it now!’ 

“T tasted the blood from my lips and 
the sharp tang seemed to revive me. I 
looked round the room and my eye 
travelled from face to face. The cap- 
tain was fidgeting with an ink-pot, 
worried and bewildered; Razin’s coarse 
face was flushed and puffy with ex- 
citement and_ self-importance — he 
seemed to be enjoying himself, but 
Lavrov, on the other hand, was the 
aloof, implacable judge, a Russian Ro- 
bespierre: his lips were pursed and 


his face was no longer pasty but 
theatrically pale and  cadaverous. 
There were other faces, too, but I 


scarcely observed them; they hoverd 
round expressionless and _ predatory 
like vultures. 


“Then I began to scream and sob. 


“T heard someone intervene on my 
behalf. Was it the captain or one of 
the officers? 

“‘He’s only a boy,’ the voice said. 
‘It’s not likely he’s responsible.’ 

“But Lavrov, without a muscle in his 
face moving, began to address them. 
His voice was flat and expressionless 
like his features; it was a merciless, 
horrible voice; it was the voice of ab- 
stract justice. He repeated the charg- 
es afresh. He jerked towards me sud- 
denly and banged the table with his 
fist. ‘His name is Baron Michael Bud- 
berg.’ 

“So the chief engineer had known 
all along and had betrayed me! I was 
overwhelmed at this last catastrophe. 
They knew everything now, and all my 
plannings and plottings were useless. 


“Lavrov was addressing the others. 
My guilt was evidently so much a mat- 
ter of course that he was wasting no 
rhetoric on me. A few shrugs of the 
shoulders and waves of the hands, 
what was the use of elaborating accu- 
sations, when I so palpably stood con- 


victed? Even the captain and the oth- 
er officers of the crew could offer 
nothing in my defense; perhaps they 
thought that if I was acquitted, Lav- 
rov had in store for me a cross-examl- 
nation more terrible than death. 


“‘And as the document which he 
signed before engaging on this expedi- 
tion requires that the extreme penalty 
of the law be inflicted,’ Lavrov con- 
cluded, ‘the sole course left to us is to 
do our duty. Do you agree?” The 
majority nodded assent. 


“T heard it but I couldn’t believe it. 
My hands twitched convulsively and I 
actually felt my hair rise and stand on 
end. One of the men sitting near called 
out to his neighbor: ‘Look at his hair!’ 


“Every nerve in my body seemed to 
be taut and tingling and a cold damp 
had settled on my heart. It was as if 
my spirit were struggling to be free 
from a body that was powerless to 
shelter it. My senses could take in no 
more of what was happening; they 
could only echo feebly in my brain one 
phrase from Lavrov’s words: ‘requires 
that the extreme penalty be inflicted.’ 
No other impression could expel or re- 
place those all-absorbiny, all-effacing 
words; I was blind and deaf and 
dumb; only Lavrov’s deadly concluding 
sentence could penetrate my torpor... 
‘and it will be carried out at midnight 
on the ship.’ ” 


But midnight never came. How the 
White Russians of Vladivostock res- 
cued him from that vessel a few min- 
utes before he was to have died is one 
of the most startling stories ever told. 
After a secret journey back to Moscow 
he was soon on the ocean again, this 
time headed for England. 


Before arriving, a GPU radio mes- 
sage reached the boat ordering him to 
be arrested and returned to Russia. He 
says that English detectives got him 
off of the ship while it was anchored 
in a harbor and because of the priceless 
information he was able to give Scot- 
land Yard, he was not compelled to go 
back to Sovietland—and certain death! 

Lengthy as this review has been, it 
has only scratched the surface of a 
story that is truly “stranger than fic- 
tion.” 





Peril of War and Revolution

DISARMAMENT is now a dead 

issue. A spirit of nationalism 
has suddenly possessed the na- 
tions. Each is out for itself a- 
gain. 

Within the past few months Great 
Britain, France, the United States, and 
even Italy have passed bills to enlarge 
their fleets and to bring their navies 
up to full strength. 


Britain will spend $282,750,000. The 
United States is going ahead with the 
building of 1,000 airplanes. France is 
out to build another battle cruiser, be- 
sides two new submarines and a torpe- 
do destroyer. Italy threatens to con- 
struct a 25,000 ton battleship. 


Britain’s estimates provide for four 
new cruisers, a destroyer flotilla lead- 


en and eight destroyers, an aircraft 
carrier and smaller auxiliaries includ- 
ing three submarines. She plans to in- 
crease the personnel in her navy by 2,- 
4 men, bringing the total up to 93,- 

Thus the nations are arming and 
arming in a very definite way. What 
for? Peace? God help us! 


It has been stated that official odds 
against a European war within the 
next twelve months are 100 to 7. 


Not since the fiery forges of the 


great Krupp Cannon Works at Essen 


were welding the German war machines 
has there been such unprecedented fab- 
rication of guns and shells as is re- 
ported today. 

The Bergundy wine district of 
France, we are told, is black with 


smoke. The same is true of Skoda 
works in Czechoslovakia and Mitsin in 
Japan. Japan is almost to treaty 
strength now. United States and Eng- 
land are following suit. 


Word has just been received from 
London that Great Britain has now 
started on a warship building program 
which will give the British Empire the 
most powerful navy in the world’s his- 
tory. Her air force also is to be 
brought to record strength. 


France is out to construct warships 
with guns capable of firing 30 miles. 


The French expenditure will be about 
$195,000,000 on air forces alone. 


Inflammatory posters in Japan read, 
“Asiatics, awake! Japan’s army is the 
strongest in the world! Japan does not 
fight China but Western domination of 
China and her present. rulers! Asiatic 
comrades, unite! Overthrow white dom- 
ination!” 

“It is our duty,” said Japan’s Gener- 
al Sato, “to detest and loathe the peo- 
ple of the United States. There is no 
need to employ honey-coated words or 
high-sounding expressions. We must 
speak out frankly and without reserve. 
Our enemy is the United States of 
America. Arise! Exert yourself! Pre- 
pare for the coming Japanese-American 
war. We must chastise our enemy, the 
United States of America.” 


Japan has never been defeated, so 
she says. Her people boast that they 
represent the only unconquered race on 
the globe and that their destiny in its 
ultimate fulfilment calls for world 
dominion. 


Turning to Great Britain again, we 
learn that Stanley Baldwin has declared 
that Britain must prepare immediately 
for war. And Winston Churchill, after 
insisting that Britain must get ready 
as fast as possible, said, “There is not 
an hour to lose.” 


Here is what David Lloyd George has 
to say concerning the nations of 
Europe: “All are bidding opportunity. 
All are armed for slaughter. Europe 
is a seething caldron of international 
hates, with powerful men in command 
of the fuel stores feeding the flames 
and stoking the fires.” 


Leon Trotsky also has something to 
say in regard to the coming conflict. 
He is quoted as follows: “The date of 
the new European Catastrophe will be 
determined by the time necessary for 
the arming of Germany. It is not a 
question of months but neither is it a 
question of decades. 


“Time” tells us that 40,000 Japan 
youths from seventeen to twenty-five 
have been ordered into munition plants. 


So far as the possibility of war is con- 
cerned I have said enough. The world 
is no longer skeptical in this regard. 
Chaos lies ahead. A judgment is due. 
Ever since the close of the World War 
God has been ignored and worse, by 
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the nations. Germany has murdered 
His ancient people the Jews and is de- 
termined to return to paganism. Rus- 
sia has sought to tear od out of heav- 
en and has murdered millions in a vain 
effort to establish communism. Japan 
is a heathen nation. The United States 
has sunk morally and_ spiritually, so 
much so, that the days of Noah are in 
evidence everywhere. Things cannot 
go on much longer as they are. Apos- 
tasy can never be forgiven. It is al- 
ways judged. There is no escape. 


But war is not the most serious men- 
ace of the hour. In my opinion Com- 
munism with its plans for world revo- 
lution is the greatest danger of the 
present hour. 


Practically all newspapers in the 
United States and Canada carried re- 
ports in March of this year of charges 
made on President Roosevelt’s Brain 
Trust, charges of the most serious na- 
ture. 


A letter written by Dr. Wm. A. Wirt, 
Superintendent of Schools at Gary, 
Indiana, quoted certain members of the 
Brain Trust as follows: 


“We believe that we can keep Mr. 
Roosevelt there until we are ready to 
supplant him by a Stalin. We all think 
that Mr. Roosevelt is only the Kerensky 
of this ‘revolution.” 


The letter further said that the mem- 
bers of the Brain Trust did not expect 
President Roosevelt to see this revolu- 
tion through. Quoting their statement, 
Mr. Wirt wrote: “Such individuals can 
be induced to kindle the fires of revolu- 
tion but strong men must take their 
place when the country is once engulfed 
in flames.” 


It is well known that the Communists 
of America are more numerous than 
they were in Russia in 1917 and that 
they are much better organized. At 


present they are simply abiding their 
time but they have their plans all laid 
and are ready to strike when the time 
is ripe. 

No greater catastrophe could over- 
take America than to deluged in a 
communistic revolution. God grant 
that the soil of Canada and the United 
States may never be soaked in human 
blood. 

Everyone is ready to admit that the 
so-called capitalistic government of the 
country is ie from perfect. It has its 
weaknesses. But it provides tens of 
thousands of men with daily eg 
ment. It gives an incentive to indi- 
vidual enterprize and ambition so that 
the people take a pride in what they 
own and have an interest in the repair- 
ing of their property. Thus buildings 
do not present the dilapidated picture 
that is seen in Moscow and Leningrad 
where there is no personal responsi- 
bility. 

Furthermore, other forms of govern- 
ment under discussion today are as yet 
in the experimental state. They are 
new and untried. And it pays to go 
slow and think twice before throwing 
away the old and adopting the new. 


And as to an exchange of capitalism 
for the kind of government endured to- 
day by Russia, it is not to be thought 
of. No sane man would consider it for 
a single moment. Here there is liberty 
and freedom. There the word “liberty” 
is unknown. It is not in the communis- 
tic vocabulary. 


Let us as Christians pray most ear- 
nestly that God may save us from the 
revolutions of Europe and give us peace 
here in Canada and the United States 
in this our day. We may not always 
enjoy the freedom that we have known 
for so long. Our enemies are many. 
But God is still on His throne and He 
-will remember His own.

But in addition to drinking, woman 
has taken to smoking. Oh, how she 
has fallen! With a cigarette between 
her painted lips, she has sunk beneath 
the level of the men who used to spend 
their nights in the bar room. In her 
drunken debauch she identifies herself 
with her sister of the streets whom she 
shunned a generation ago. And worse 
still, with smoking and drinking, im- 
morality. Adultery no longer a dis- 
grace. Shame gone. The Scarlet Let- 
ter unknown. Abortions multiplying.

Promiscuous sexual relationships freely 
advocated. Nudism flourishing. Di- 
vorce and re-marriage popular. Social 
disease rampant. h, how fast the 
downward grade! The next generation 
—ah! but will there be a next? This 
one is committing moral _ suicide. 
Where will we be a decade hence? Re- 
member Sodom and Gomorrah. 


What next? Apostasy and unbelief. 


“In the latter times some shall de- 
part from the faith.” ‘They shall heap 
to themselves teachers, having itching 
ears; and they shall turn away their 
ears from the truth.” “When the Son 
of man cometh, shall He find faith on 
the earth?” No longer will the Church 
send out missionaries to preach the 
Gospel. Social service, medical, educa- 
tional and institutional work will be the 
order of the day. Not as a Saviour will 
Christ be presented, but merely as an- 
other teacher. The Bible will be looked 
upon as a human document. Much will 
be made of the good in other religions. 
The supernatural will be discarded, and 
the note of Evangelism silenced. Out- 
ward form and ceremony will take the 
place of spirituality. “Thou hast a 
name that thou livest, and art dead.” 
“Having a form of godliness, but deny- 
ing the power thereof”. The Laodi- 
cean church of which God says, “I will 
spew thee out of my mouth.” Such is 
the programme for the coming decade. 


What next? A purified Church. 


Yes, in spite of all this debauchery 
and unbelief, side by side with sin, “in 


the midst of a wicked and perverse gen- 
eration,” a purified Church. “Evil men 
and seducers shall wax worse and 
worse.” True, but at the same time 
God will purify to Himself a people 
whose lives will be characterized by 
holiness. Oh, thank God! As it gets 
darker outside, it gets brighter within. 
Night in the world, day in the Church. 
God has always had His witnesses. 
The true Christian revolts against the 
wickedness of the world. The spiritual 
believer abhors the hideous sins of the 
hour. The Holy Spirit draws him 
away and apart unto Himself, and shuts 
him in with God. Sick at heart, he 
turns with loathing, “hating even the 
garment spotted by the flesh,” and 
walks with God. Thus he is prepared 
for rapture. He is ripened unto holi- 
ness of conduct and righteousness of 
life. And so the Church, the bride, 
will be purified and made meet for the 
Bridegroom, the Lord Jesus Christ. 


My friend, where do you stand? Do 
you live apart? Are you willing, if 
need be, to take your place alone? 
Will you stem the tide and stand with 
the people of God? The trend of the 
times you cannot change, but you can 
be an overcomer. You can remain 
aloof. You can warn those around you. 
For the world, perilous times. For the 
true Church, glory. What next? “The 
Lord is at hand.”

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Clearing Away The Rubbish For The New Age

(oP has promised a Golden Age 
for this earth. He has sworn 
with an oath that a king shall sit 
upon David’s throne and rule the 
world in peace and righteousness 
(Acts 2:30). 


God presented His Man, the true 
Christ. The world spit in His face, re- 
jected and crucified Him. Satan will 
soon present his Man, the Antichrist. 
The world will receive, embrace and 
worship him (Rev. 13:8). 

Both of these men have dreams of a 
world wide dominion; both are bidding 
for the loyalty of the human heart. 
This strife has raged through the cen- 
turies, but there will no doubt be a 
showdown in the very near future. 
This will be known as the Battle of Ar- 
mageddon. We considered this subject 
in a former article. 

Before our Lord can set up His 
glorious kingdom, the rubbish of the 
present age will have to be cleared 
away. This clearance will take the 
form of five judgments. The Beast 
and False Prophet, the armies of Ar- 
mageddon, Satan, the Jews and also 
the Gentiles must all be judged and 
placed in their respective places. 


Judgment of Satan’s Man 
When our Lord comes, at the battle 
of Armageddon, Satan’s man and his 
prophet will be paralyzed “with the 
brightness of His coming” (II Thess. 
2:8). They will both be cast alive into 
the lake of fire (Rev. 19:20). 


Judgment of Satan’s Armies 

Untold hundreds of millions of men 
will be gathered for this great conflict. 
These will be slain with the sword 
which will proceed out of Christ’s 
mouth (Rev. 19:21) and will die a 
fearful death. Their flesh will rot off 
their bones and their eyes consume 
away in their sockets before they have 
time even to fall to the ground, “While 
they stand upon their feet” (Zech. 14: 
12). Their spirits will go to the tor- 
ment side of Hades where they will 
await the second resurrection, one 
thousand years later. 

There will be so many men in these 
armies that when they are destroyed 
there will be “few men left” (Isa. 24:6). 
This will make a man “more precious 
than fine gold” (Isa. 13:12). In fact, 
seven women will play “leap year” and 
frantically beg a man to marry them. 
They will take hold of him and promise 
to provide their own food and clothing 
if he will only let them be called by his 
name (Isa. 4:1). There will be seven 
women to every one man left on earth. 


Judgment Upon Satan Himself 


Some people wonder if God can handle 
Satan but the time is not far distant 
when God will give one angel power to 
bind him and cast him into the bottom- 
less pit. The Antichrist and False 
Prophet will be cast into the lake of 
fire. Satan, however, will be bound for 
a thousand years “and after that he 
must be loosed a little season” because 
God will have further use for him, 


God’s Use of Satan 
God does not tempt any man to evil 
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but He does know one who will gladly 
do so (James 1:18). Since the trial of 
our faith is more precious than gold 
(I Pet. 1:7) God permits Satan to 
tempt and test each believer, but He 
will not allow him to go beyond the 
breaking point (I Cor. 10:13). 

Not far from where I now sit is a 
grandmother with over seventy-five 
descendents. Long life will again be 
restored in the Kingdom Age, as it was 
in the days of Methuselah, Think what 
a family some parents will have who 
have lived together six or eight hun- 
dred years. During the Kingdom Age, 
living conditions will be perfect and at 
its close, the earth will be teeming with 
humanity. But it will be an untested 
humanity. Thus, Satan will be loosed 
so he can go forth and tempt the peo- 
ple who have been born during that 
time. 

We would certainly suppose that 
any effort on Satan’s part would be 
fruitless, after people have enjoyed one 
thousand years of perfect peace under 
the rule of our Lord, but alas for the 
unregenerated heart, it is still at enmi- 
ty with God, and Satan will deceive the 
nations of the earth and gather an ar- 
my “the number of whom is as the 
sand of the sea” (Rev. 20:8). 


Although we do not know just what 
he will do, yet we do know that he 
will be very successful. Satan will 
lead this revolt to his eternal downfall 
for he will be cast into the lake of fire 
where the Beast and False Prophet are 
still in conscious torment, even though 
one thousand years have passed since 
they were cast into their fearful prison 
(Rev. 20:10). 


Satan’s army will be destroyed and 
together with the unrighteous of all 
ages, they will be cast into the lake of 
fire (vs. 15). How this should drive 
every Christian to get a prayer list and 
pray definitely and daily for friends 
and relatives. for if they die without 
Christ, they must sometime sink be- 
neath those liquid flames to rise no 
more! 


We have now considered three of the 
judgments that are to clear up the 
rubbish of a world gone mad against 
its Creator. There are two others. 


Judgment Upon the Jews 


The Jews are to be the central figure 
during the Kingdom Age and Jerusa- 
lem is to be the capital. Such marvel- 
ous blessings will attend the Jews, 
that “ten men shall take hold out of 
all languages of all nations, even shall 
take hold of the skirt of him that is a 
Jew, saying, we will go with you, for 
we have heard that God is with you” 
(Zech. 8:23). Everything will be done 
to seek the favor of Israel. The Gen- 
tiles will even, “bring all of your breth- 
ren for an offering unto the Lord out 
of all nations” (Isa. 66:20.) They will 
know that to bless a Jew will mean 
blessing to themselves and they will vie 
with each other to pay the way for 
Jews to return to their heieland. 


However, in our present time, many 
Israelites are atheists and Bolshevicks 
and many hold other forms of unbelief. 
These cannot inherit Kingdom bless- 
ings, so the Lord will cause them “to 





pass under the rod” of judgment and 
He will purge out from among them 
the rebels, and them that transgress 
against Him, “and they shall not enter 
into the land of Israel” (Ezek. 20:34 
to 38). 


“He shall sit as a refiner and purifi- 
er of silver; and he shall purify the 
sons of Levi” so “they may offer unto 
the Lord an offering in righteousness” 
judgment will be the purifying of Israel 
(Mal. 3:3). Thus, the result of this 
judgment will be the purifying of Israel 
for the Kingdom Age. 


Judgment of the Gentiles 


“When the Son of man shall come 
in His glory, and all the holy angels 
with Him, then shall He sit upon the 
throne of His glory; And before Him 
shall be gathered all nations; and he 
shall seperate them one from another 
as a shepherd divideth his sheep from 
the goats. Inasmuch as ye have done 
it onto one of the least of these my 
brethren, ye have done it unto me. . 


—Turn to Page 14, 
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inasmuch as ye did it not to one of the 
least of these, ye did it not to me. And 
these shall go away into everlasting 
punishment; but the righteous into 
life eternal” (Matt. 25:31-46). 


The fifth of the judgments we are 
considering, is that of the living na- 
tions. Let us not confuse this judg- 
ment with that of the Great White 
Throne. These are living people while 
at that judgment they are the dead who 
are to be judged (Rev. 20:11). 


This is called the judgment of the 
nations in contrast with the judgment 
of the Jews, for Israel is not reckoned 
among the nations (Num. 23:9). 


Although it is called the judgment 
of the nations, they are judged as in- 
dividuals. The judge of all the earth 
will do right and will not destroy the 
righteous with the wicked (Gen. 18:23- 
25). This is God’s way. When He de- 
stroyed Sodom, He saved Let; when 
He destroyed Jericho, He saved Rahab; 
when He brought on the flood, He sav- 
ed Noah. 


“The wicked shall be turned into hell 
and all the nations that forget God” 
(Ps. 9:17). This does not mean that 
the righteous individuals shall be 
turned into hell. So in the judgment of 
the nations, the goats are individuals 
ae have not submitted themselves to 

od. 


All the Gentile nations, in their pres- 
ent organization, will be destroyed. 
Throw a dish on the cement and see 
it break to pieces. This is what will 
happen to the Gentile nations when our 
Lord returns. “Thou shalt dash them 
in pieces like a potter’s vessel” (Ps. 
2:9). That is, the present organization 
of the nations will be done away, be- 
cause in the Kingdom Age the capital 
of the world will be Jerusalem and the 
law for the entire world will go out of 
Zion (Isa. 2:8). 

Let us note that in this judgment, 
people are not made righteous because 
they feed the hungry and visit the sick. 
Rather they do these things because 
they are righteous. 


The sheep and the goats are judged 
on the basis of their treatment of “my 
brethren”. That is, the converted Chris- 
tian Jews who will preach the Gospel 
of the Kingdom during the last three 
and one-half years of tribulation and 
will be terribly persecuted by the goats 
but aided by the sheep. Since they will 
be messengers of God, to persecute and 
hate them will, in fact, be hating and 
opposing God (Rom. 15:3). 


Setting a Standard For Judgment 


Scripture reveals three Gospels. The 
everlasting Gospel; the Gospel of the 
grace of God, and the Gospel of the 
kingdom of heaven. 


The everlasting Gospel will be 
reached by an angel during the tribu- 
ation period and_ will be a call to 
earth’s inhabitants to worship God as 
Creator (Rev. 14:6). 


During the present church age, we 
reach the Gospel of the grace of God. 
either Noah, Isaiah, Daniel nor any 
other of the Old Testament worthies 
could have preached this Gospel because 
it was a secret in their times. It was 


later given to Paul by special revela- 
tion (Eph. 3:2-5). 


The Gospel of the kingdom of heaven 
was first preached by John the Baptist. 
It was a call to Israel to repent and ac- 
cept their king, who was present and 
ready to set up their long promised 
kingdom but they rejected Him. 


At Christ’s first coming, this Gospel 
was not preached to Gentiles nor even 
to the Samaritans, but only to the “lost 
nye of the house of Israel” (Matt. 
10:5). 


Just before Christ’s second coming, 
“this gospel of the kingdom shall be 
preached in all the world for a witness 
unto all nations” (Matt. 24:14). It is 
necessary for all nations to have an 
rn ping d to hear this particular Gos- 
pel so there can be a standard for this 
a of the 25th chapter of Mat- 
thew. 


Let us note that it is “this Gospel of 
the kingdom” that must be preached 
before the end comes. There is no time 
limit to the Gospel of grace. The 
church may end at any moment but 
Christ will not appear in glory until 
the whole world has had an opportunity 
to accept or reject the Gospel of the 
kingdom. 

The Gospel Proclaimed 


The last prophecy in the Old Testa- 
ment promises that Elijah will come 
just “before the coming of the great 
and dreadful day of the Lord” (Mal. 
4:5). God, in His unerring foreknowl- 
edge, knew the Jews would reject the 
kingdom, so He sent John the Baptist 
“in the spirit and power of Elias” 
(Luke 1:17). However, Christ told the 
Jews that “If ye will receive IT, this 
is Elias which was for to come” (Matt. 
11:14). That is, if they would have 
teceived IT (the kingdom), God would 
have sent Elijah, but knowing they 
would reject their king, He sent John 
the Baptist. However, Elijah will yet 
come and in company with another, the 


two will preach during the tribulation 
(Rev. 11:3). These will be the “two 
witnesses” who will preach during the 
tribulation period after the church has 
been taken out of the earth. 


In the 7th chapter of Revelation, 144,- 
000 Israelites are to be sealed with 
“the seal of the living God’. This 
sealing is no doubt a special endow- 
ment of the Holy Spirit (Eph. 1:13). 
Thus, turn this many converted Jews 
loose, Jews who have been saved from 
apostasy, to preach the Gospel of the 
kingdom, and it will not take long to 
reach the entire world. 


Sheep and Goats 

Satan’s man will be worshipped dur- 
ing this period of tribulation. Thus, to 
preach the Gospel of the kingdom will 
bring great persecution. The judgment 
of Matthew twenty-five will be accord- 
ing to the treatment given the convert- 
ed Jews who preach this Gospel during 
this period of intense human suffering. 
The Jewish people as a whole will have 
accepted Antichrist as their Messiah, 
but there will be a remnant that will be 
true. 


Results of the Judgments 


Thus, before our Lord can set up His 
kingdom, the Antichrist and False 
Prophet must be cast into the lake of 
fire; the armies of Armageddon must 
be cast into Hades; Satan and his de- 
mons must be cast into the bottomless 
pit; the rebels among Israel must be 
purged out, and the unrighteous among 
the Gentiles must be destroyed. 


When the rubbish of the present age 
shall be cleared away and “the Son of 
man shall... gather out of His king- 
dom all things that offend, and them 
which do iniquity . . . Then shall the 
righteous shine forth as the sun in the 
> rae of their Father” (Matt. 
13:41). 





A New Commandment

GROUP of twelve men are reclin- 
-1 ing in Oriental fashion around a 
table spread with the remains of the 
Jewish Passover. One of them speaks. 
Listen! “Now is the Son of man glori- 
fied, and God is glorified in him. If 
God be glorified in him, God shall also 
glorify him in Himself, and_ shail 
straightway glorify him. Little chil- 
dren, yet a little while I am with you. 
Ye shall seek me: and asI said unto 
the Jews, ‘Whither I go ye cannot 
come,’ so now I say unto you. A new 
commandment I give unto you, That ye 
love one another; as I have loved you, 
that ye also love one another. By this 
shall all men know that ye are my 
disciples, if ye have love one to an- 
other!” 
Commandment Still New 
Twenty centuries have passed since 
those words were spoken in that hum- 
ble upper room in Jerusalem. The 
eleven Jews who listened so attentively 
have become millions of men, women 
and children of all races, and climes. 
The upper room has been eee by 
thousands of buildings of all descrip- 
tions, from the thatched hut of the 
African jungle and the snow igloo of 
the Arctic Circle to the magnificent 


architectural edifices of the metropoli- 
tan churches of the present day. 


Great organizations, all working in 
the name of Christ, spend millions of 
dollars annually upon an almost infi- 
nite variety of projects. Thousands of 
printing presses pour forth streams of 
literature commenting on the words 
of Jesus and His disciples. Hundreds 
of preachers and teachers are daily 
commenting upon His teachings in an 
attempt to get people to act in accord- 
ance with them. Yet today there is as 
much need for the “new command- 
ment” as there was the day it fell from 
the lips which “spake as never man 
spake”. Indeed, to contemplate Twen- 
tieth Century Christendom is to realize 
that the Lord’s commandment is as 
new in our age as it was in His own. 


War Based Upon Hate 


On one side of the Atlantic, nations 
who received the Gospel fresh from the 


.lips of the Apostle Paul, starve their 


people in order to raise money for ar- 
maments with which they may more 
successfully annihilate their neighbors 
in the next “inevitable” war. Like the 
cannibal tribes to whom they have sent 
missionaries, these so-called Christian 
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nations stand ready to devour one an- 
other with a carnage more terrible than 
any tribal war, because enacted with 
the weapons of a scientific civilization. 
This in spite of the fact that not one 
of them has yet recovered from the 
holocaust of greed which slaughtered 
fifteen millions of their nationals six- 
teen years ago. 


Christians aid and abet the crizainal 
folly. Each year some so-called Chris- 
tian leader accepts a prize of fifty 
thousand dollars for the finest contri- 
bution toward “World Peace” from a 
fund bequeathed by the late owner of 
some fifteen great munition factories 
in various parts of the world. The new 
State Church of the nation in which the 
Protestant Reformation was born, (as 
quoted in the magazine Christendom) 
declares: “War service is in no case 
contrary to the Christian conscience, 
but, on the contrary, is obedience to 
God. The believer... has a right of 
revolution against Church officials who 
do not unconditionally support the 
national uprising.” 


On this side of the Atlantic, in “the 
land of the free, and the home of the 
brave” whose Supreme Court once de- 
clared that “Christianity is the common 
law of the land”, the government levies 
taxes on food-stuffs in order to feed 
millions of hungry unemployed and 
spends part of the money for five mil- 
lion hogs, thousands of which are 
burned in an effort to raise the price 
of pork. While a government crop re- 
duction program, aided by an unprece- 
dented drought, is wreaking havoc 
among the farm population, a promi- 
nent government secretary, Rexford 
Tugwell, heralds the advent of a new 
trinity, ‘wine, women and song”. This 
in a republic where at least one-half of 
the people are nominal Christians. 


Sinister Forces Manifest 

All the while, behind the scenes, a 
group of men, known only to each 
other, glory in the terrible suffering 
and confusion of their fellowmen which 
is a result of their machination. Every 
day brings some new evidence of the 
success of their diabolical cunning in 
destroying the faith, morals and ideals 
which are the bulwark of civilization. 
Well-established democracies change to 
imperial dictatorships almost over- 
night. The schemes of wild-eyed fan- 
atics, long discarded as suicidal by 
sensible statesmen, are resurrected and 
accepted as the foundation principles 
of government for a “new age”. The 
professed followers of Jesus Christ 
(whether false or true), beholding the 
amazing spectacle, are apparently daz- 
ed into an insensibility in which they 
forget the test of their discipleship. 


The Badge of Christ 
“A new commandment I give unto 
you, that ye love one another; as I have 
loved you, that ye also love one an- 
other. By this shall all men know that 
ye are my disciples, if ye have love one 
to another.” 


What did Jesus mean? To be rea- 
sonable is to believe that He meant 
just what He said. He had already 
commanded these eleven men to believe, 
and had upbraided them for their un- 
belief. They did believe that He was 
the Son of the living God. They were 
His disciples. “Yet a little while” He 
would be with them. On the very eve 
of His departure He commands them 


to don the “uniform” which would be 
the official insignia of their disciple- 
ship. 

If He had been a mere man, He 
might have chosen a black shirt, a 
brown shirt or some other article of ap- 
parel. Because He was the Son of God, 
He could not choose a material uniform. 
Any demagogue could be His follower 
if he had only to don a robe. His in- 
signia must be infallible, impossible to 
counterfeit. Because He was the Son 
of God, Jesus had the audacity to 
choose “love” as His badge of disciple- 
ship. “By this shall all men”’—all be- 
lievers and unbelievers — “know” — 
there need be no doubt—“that ye are 
my disciples, if ye have LOVE one to 
another.” 


What did Jesus mean by “love”? 
“Love” is the greatest thing in the 
world today—the movie producer, the 
scenario writer, the high school lovers, 
the modernist minister, and the devout 
Christian all agree. But, oh, what a 
difference in the connotations of that 
word “love”! 

The movie producer and the scenario 
writer, with an eye for business, see a 
fundamental human desire, the mating 
instinct, which they may successfully 
commercialize every day in the week. 
The high school lovers, under the spell 
of that instinct, God-given, but today 
so often perverted by false sex teach- 
ing, forget everything else in the world 
and revel in the romance of “fixgt 
love”. The modernist minister, who 
has ceased to believe any of the “dog- 
mas” (modern name for facts) of the 
Bible, has the utmost confidence in the 
social reforming-power of his gospel of 
“love”’——the false assumption of a uni- 
versal fatherhood of God and brother- 
hood of man. If one should ask fifteen 
different peopie what Jesus meant by 
His command he would probably re- 
ceive fifteen different answers based 
on individual interpretations of the 
word “love”. 

To look carefully at Jesus’ words, 
without prejudice, is to see the true 
meaning of His command. “A new 
commandment I give unto you, that ye 
love one another; as I have loved you, 
that ye also love one ancther”. “As I 
have loved you”—ah, that is the secret! 
The “love” which was henceforth to be 
both the “uniform” and the dynamic of 
eleven lives was Christ’s own love. 
These men dare henceforth to love one 
another with “the love of Christ’— 
that love which impelled ‘Christ to 
make Himself of no reputation, take 
upon Him the form of a servant and die 
for those who spit upon Him, mocked 
Him and crucified Him. “Greater love 
hath no MAN than this, that a man 
lay down his life for his friends”, but 
“God commendeth His love toward us in 
that while we were yet sinners (and 
therefore. His enemies) Christ died for 
us”. “The love of Christ” transcends 
human love as the Creator and the In- 
finite transcend the created and finite. 
Indeed, “to know the love of Christ, 
which passeth knowledge” is to “‘be fill- 
ed with all the fullness of God”. (Eph. 
3:19). 

Love the Final Test of Discipleship 

If somecne says, “Yes, but Jesus was 
speaking to His eleven disciples and 
His ‘new commandment’ does not apply 
to me’’, let him remember the last 
words of the Risen Christ to these and 
other disciples; “Go ye therefore, and

disciple all nations .. . teaching them 
to OBSERVE ALL THINGS WHAT- 
SOEVER I HAVE COMMANDED 
YOU”. The most remarkable descrip- 
tion of the “love of Christ” in the 
whole New Testament comes from the 
pen of an inspired Apostle who was 
not with the Eleven in the upper room. 
The Holy Spirit passed “the love of 
Christ” through the prism of Paul’s 
heart and intellect, and the result was 
the beautiful spectrum painted in the 
thirteenth chapter of First Corinthians. 
Paul knew that “in Christ Jesus, 
neither circumcision availeth anything 
nor uncircumcision, but FAITH which 
WORKETH BY LOVE”. (Gal. 5:6) 
Yes, Paul spoke of himself, “Though I 
have” all of the spiritual gifts, includ- 
ing “all faith, so that I could remove 
mountains, and HAVE NOT LOVE, 
I AM NOTHING.” (1 Cor. 13:2) 

Let this test be applied to the lives 
of nominal Christians today. Insteail 
of such questions as, “To what church 
do you belong?” “Do you believe in 
the deity of Christ?” or even “Have 
you been born again?” ask each nomi- 
nal Christian this question, “Is your 
life so filled with ‘the love of Christ’ 
that all-men with whom you come in 
contact know that you are a Christian 
because of that love?” How many 
could stand the test? ; 


Let a minister begin to apply this 
test to the lives of his church members 
and usually he is in danger of losing 
his church. The “new commandment” 
is still new. Few Christians today can 
say with Paul, “The love of Christ con- 
straineth me”. Even among those who 
are really “born of the Spirit” many 
are so busily engaged in “contending 
for the faith” that they have forgotten 
to love their enemies. Others are so 
firmly convinced that the Sermon on 
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COMMANDMENT. From Page 15. 





the Mount is for another age that they 
forget the thirteenth chapter of 1 Cor- 
inthians and the “new commandment.” 
One of the great tragedies of our day 
is that those who stand firmly for the 
fundamentals of the Faith sometimes 
show less of love toward their fellow- 
men than some who do not believe any 
of the fundamental truths. Beware of 
the professing Christian who professes 
much with his lips and has a heart full 
of bitterness. 

“And because iniquity shall abound, 
the love of many shall wax cold”. The 
principal reason why the “new com- 
mandment” is not being obeyed is that 
amid the abounding iniquity of this old 
world no one is very popular if he has 
much of the love of Christ. Truly it is 
one of the signs of the last days. How- 
ever, we must remember that the Apos- 
tles and the early Christians found it 
no easier than we to love as Jesus 
loved. 

The passion in Paul’s heart that 
made him go back to Lystra after be- 
ing stoned was the “love of Christ”. 
The “love of Christ” in the hearts of 
the early Christians made it possible 
for Luke to write, “they that were 
scattered abroad went everywhere 


reaching the word!” What would 
appen if one-half of the nominal 
Christians in the United States should 
suddenly begin to obey the “new com- 
mandment”? Let Christians all over 
the world begin to love one another as 
Christ loved and commanded and the 
millennium would come. “World Peace” 
would be an established fact; thousands 
of starving families would be fed; in 
fact all social problems would auto- 
matically solve themselves. A truism? 
Well, perhaps; but true, never-the-less. 
The final test of one’s standing in God 
depends upon whether or not his mo- 
tives in life are actuated by divine love. 


There were only eleven disciples in 
the upper room when Jesus gave His 
“new commandment”. One was slink- 
ing out into the night with the plan of 
the betrayal burning in his cunning 
brain. He did not hear the command. 
Of the eleven who heard, tradition tells 
us that ten died martyrs’ deaths be- 
cause they obeyed the Lord’s command. 
Nominal Christians today can make 
their own choice. They can slink away 
into everlasting night, with their minds 
planning a betrayal with a kiss, or they 
can stay with Jesus and the eleven, suf- 
fer the earthly consequences, and reap 
an éverlasting reward. Which course 
are you choosing? 
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— A Message For Children ——— 
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NE of the most common things in 
all the world is a match. Many 
billions of matches are now made every 
year, used freely and thrown around 
carelessly. Not so very long ago the 
match was perfected to its present 
form. Now you boys and girls who 
read this think nothing of them. You 
have always seen and used them. What 
we have every day and in abundance, 

we seldom appreciate. 


The man who first made _ friction 
matches was named John Walker. That 
was in 1827—over 100 years ago. 

You children of today can not realize 
what a time people had when to get 
fire for home use they had to use steel 
and flint. They struck the steel on 
the hard flint and a spark flew off on 
to a piece of tinder, or “punk”, which 
was a piece of very dry, spongy wood, 
that caught fire easily from the spark. 

In the early days people had a hard 
time starting fires. They used to cover 
up the coals in ashes to keep the fire. 
But some times it went out, then they 
had to borrow from their neighbors. 
At one time in Scotland, it is said, fire 
was almost entirely missing. At such 
a time they had to go a long way to 
get it renewed. 


Fire is one of the greatest blessings 
we have in all the world. You know 
how we miss it when the wood, or coal, 
gives out. But my dear little friends, 
the fire we most need of all is not that 
in the old-time fire-place, in a stove, 
or out in the yard. It is a fire in our 
hearts. The meanest cold in the world 
is the cold of sin. To get rid of that 
we must ask Jesus to come into our 
hearts and dwell there. When He 


comes in the cold always goes out. So 
long as He stays in our hearts they 


are warm, loving and kind. Then we 
never do hate anybody. We cannot 
then be unkind to anyone. We want 
to help all the needy about us. Every- 
body needs the fire of His presence in 
the heart. Have you let Him come in- 
to your heart? 


“What a great day for the world 
when matches were put in general use”, 
I think I hear my little friends saying. 
Yes, that is true, and yet as we study 
matches we are going to find that 
they, like all the rest of our blessings, 
may become, and often do become, 
curses to us. Take the automobile, it 
was made to be a real blessing to us, 
but last year 1938, there were 29,000 
persons killed in automobile wrecks! 
So matches, although a great blessing, 
some times, as we shall see, do a world 
of damage. 


Matches, like all our blessings, come 
from God. Never could man make a 
match without His wood, and His che- 
micals. Man cannot make the tree, 
nor the chemicals. God made these, 
and He owns them. The best that man 
can do is to use the things that God 
has made. When men learned how to 
make God’s wood and chemicals into 
useful matches, even the mind with 
which man thought out the plan, God 
gave. No wonder Jesus once said to 
His disciples: “Without Me ye can do 
nothing”. Had you ever thought of it 
that you could not take another breath 
without God helped you to do so? That 
wonderful little pump called a heart 


that you have there in your _ body,. 


which pumps regularly, day and night, 
ever since your life started, God keeps 
going. How very dependent we ll 
are upon our Heavenly Father! 


In making matches men use certain 


kinds of woods, and certain kinds 
of chemicals. Only certain kinds 
of chemicals will catch fire. Sulphur 
was first used, then phosphorus, and 
now some other chemicals are used. 
Think then how very careful men must 
be to get the exact chemicals that will 
make a fire. 


Some times we think God is a bit 
hard on us_ when He tells us we must 
“keep the Sabbath day holy”; that we 
must not lie, steal, fight, and so on. 
But we need to remember that He 
knows just what chemicals must be 
used to strike fire, and also just what 
we must do, and must not do, to get 
the fire of salvation and love for others 
in our hearts. There are thousands of 
chemicals men could put on the end of 
a stick, let them dry, then strike it, but 
never get a light. Why? Only because 
they did not follow God’s plan for 
striking a fire. We must remember 
every time we strike a match that God 
has His laws, and in making matches 
men have followed these laws. So we 
should every day we live, try to live in 
keeping with God’s all-wise laws. 


Did you ever see a match light it- 
self? No, you never did. You can 
light one by striking it on a rough 
surface. A mouse may bite one and 
set it on fire. The box might fall and 
the friction set the matches afire. But 
they never strike fire alone. So it is 
as to the fire of salvation in your heart. 
You must do your part, and God does 
His. You are to be sorry that you 
have sinned, be willing to turn away 
from sin, and ask God for Jesus’ sake 
to forgive you your sins, and He does 
so. So we work with God in getting 
saved, just as we must work with God 
in striking fire with a match. 

_ You have seen on the match boxes a 
little strip of sand. It was put on 
there soft, then it hardened, and now 
you strike the match on it and by this 
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friction, the light and heat come. God 
gave the wood and the chemicals, man 
made the matches, and now you must 
do your part—you must strike the 
match on the strip of sand, on the side 
of the box. 


That reminds us of three who must 
work together for us to be saved. God 
sent His “only begotten Son’, Jesus, 
into the world to die for us. Jesus 
came down here and did die on the 
cross for us, suffering more than any- 
one can tell. Now it is our part that 
remains to be done. God can not do it 
all. Jesus can not do it all. But the 
Holy Spirit of God, in the absence of 
our Savior, is with us to show us our 
sins, make us feel bad over them, cause 
us to be willing to give them up, and 
help us to trust Jesus for salvation. 
This is the way God has of saving us. 
If we are willing to do His way He 
always saves us. If you try to strike 
a match on a piece of glass, or on a 
wet paper, you can’t do it. The law 
is strike on some thing hard and rough 
and dry. Then the match strikes. God 
has His laws, we must obey them. 


As friction is needed in striking a 
match, so with you boys and girls. You 
need to find some rough places in your 
life that they too may strike fire. If 
you move along on smooth ground all 
the time, you become “softlings.” Let 
me tell you a little story to help you. 
One time it was noticed that the dray 
horses in a certain part of London were 
playing out, and some of them dying. 
It was found that these horses pulled 
daily on a dead level. Then it was sug- 
gested that they be changed to a hilly 
part of London and the results watch- 
ed. When this was done, the horses 
improved. It was the dead level pull 
that injured them. Yes, my dear lit- 
tle friends, you need the ups and downs 
of life to help you grow strong and 
useful. Friction is a good thing when 
we do not fret pal fuss over it. 
The Bible says: “all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love the 
Lord”, etc., and we find it to be true. 


There is one thing a match cannot 
stand, and that is dampness. You must 
keep your matches dry if you would 
have them useful. Do you know that 
children are very much like matches in 
that respect? When you dampen a 
little child’s spirit, discourage him, 
throw cold water, as we say, on his 
happy spirits, it takes away his useful- 
ness, too. 


But mind you, matches not only do 
great good in the world, they also do 
a great deal of harm. Dropped care- 
lessly here and there matches set on 
fire dwellings, stores, warehouses, 
barns, the woods, factories, etc. Some 
times little children play with matches, 
and set houses on fire. One of the 
worst of all evils from the match is 
cigarette smokers throwing them down 
here and there, often destroying in this 
way hundreds of thousands of dollars 
worth of valuable property. This is 
Satan’s way of getting men to do great 
damage to others. 


But there is some thing even worse 
than throwing matches around, and 
that is throwing around carelessly our 
evil thoughts, our wicked words, our 
sinful deeds. These sinful thoughts, 
words and deeds of ours spread from 
us to our friends faster than fire 
spreads from a match. How very care- 





ful we should be then. Daily we should 
ask God to help us be careful not to 
set the fire of sin to other hearts. 


Then let me remind you of how one 
little match may catch fire, and by it 
every match in the box burn up. Do you 
know it is just that way with children. 
One boy may cause another boy to do 
wrong, and he passes it on to another, 
he to another, and so on, and on, until 
a thousand boys may be doing wrong. 
O, how very careful and prayerful we 
all should be not to help some one 
else to be lost! 


Finally, matches are very little 
things. They start a very small fire 
at first. But that fire spreads. James 
writes: “Behold, how great a matter a 
little fire kindleth”. You children make 
me think of the little fire of the match. 
You, too, may start many good things 
in your home, in your school, in your 
community, although you are so small. 
Won’t you try to see how many good 
little deeds of kindness you can do? 
The Savior will so gladly help you. Ask 
Him to do so. Lean hard on Him. God 
bless you. 
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The Soldier and the Citizen 


By Former Congressman William D. Upshaw of Georgia. 





The following is an abridgement of 
an address delivered by the distingu- 
ished Congressman and Presidential 
Candidate of the Prohibition Party, on 
the historic battle ground at Carnifex 
West Virginia, September 9. The oc- 
casion was that of a Soldier’s Reunion. 


MMNHE familiar truism that “America 

pets her military men” because sc 
many heroes of the battlefield have 
become Governors and Presidents, car- 
ries with it an unfortunate concept of 
our national ideals. While men who 
bare their breasts to the shot and shell 
of a nation’s enemies ought to be 
crowned with honor, we all agree that 
our civilization would be far happier 
if soldiers were never needed at all. 


Soldiers carry guns — and guns were 
made to kill people. Soldiers mean 
war — and General Sherman said: 


War marches along a 
pathway of blood. War devastates and 
wrecks civilization. That Bible decla- 
ration that “They who live by the 
sword shall die by the sword” has 
proven a thousand times on earth this 
fiat of eternal retribution. 


“War is hell!” 


Soldiers Make Heroes 

But melancholy as are these contem- 
plations, they do not keep us from wav- 
ing our hats when soldiers march by! 
We simply say that if war must come 
—and when war does come, all honor 
is due the brave men who offer their 
all for their country and their Flag. 

Some of the most noble and notable 
names that illumine the pages of his- 
tory — “names that are writ where 
stars are lit”, were developed amid the 
trials of camp life and the horrors »f 
the battlefield. George Washington, 


Zachary Taylor, Jefferson Davis, Ulys- 
ses Grant, Robert E. Lee, Stonewall 
Jackson, John J. Pershing, and Alvin 
York—these are names whose hercism 
made haloes like sunkist mountain 
peaks in the scenery of civilization. 


And much as we love the dominion 
of righteousness and the reign of 
Peace, we must admit that war has 
sometimes been necessary to break the 
stranglehold of tyranny and smash the 
scepter of despotism. Alas, too often 
the path to Freedom has led upward 
through blood. The American nation 
was born in a righteous war. And be- 
cause of all it cost the heroes who 
fought and fell—yea, and those who 
came back from their country’s defense, 
maimed and blind, dismembered and 
shellshocked amid the boom of cannon 
and the carnage of battle, I stand with 
uncovered head before every surviving 
hero of any war, ready to reward him 
with every laurel of love and honor 
which grateful patriotism can bestow. 


I rejoiced to prove this attitude while 
I was in Congress. I majored in 
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Veteran Legislation. I voted for every 
bill that meant emancipation and 
guardianship for those who suffered in 
the World War. The weather was 
never too cold nor the snow too deep 
for me to take some mother’s son in 
a car to the Veteran’s Bureau and fight 
for valor’s reward in adequate compen- 
sation; and I actually left the Southern 
Baptist Convention when I was on the 
program to speak and hurried all the 
way from Atlanta to Washington io 
help override President Coolidge’s veto 
of the Veteran’s Bill, when that bill 
carried not only increased compensa- 
tion for World War Veterans, but also 
an increase in the pensions of Union 
Soldiers of the Civil War. 


President Harding’s Beautiful 
Sentence 

As the son of a Confederate soldier 
who taught his boys around a family 
altar to love the Flag of our reunited 
country, I rejoiced to vote for every 
needed comfort for the battle-scarred 
heroes who fought for the preservation 
of the Union. My father in gray also 
fought for his honest concept of pre- 
serving the Constitution, and my 
Southern heart thrilled over President 
Warren G. Harding’s beautiful sent- 
ence at the dedication of the Lincoln 
Memorial in Washington: 

“There were ambiguities in the Con- 
stitution that could only be wiped out 
by a baptism of blood.” And when he 
uttered that beautiful sentence, he took 
my father in gray and stood him beside 
your father in blue, each furnishing his 
part of that baptism of blood which 
wiped out the admitted “ambiguities” 
in the loosely-constructed Constitution 
that was born of the Tory-Liberal con- 
flicts in the aftermath of the American 
Revolution. And now since “the sons 
of the Gray from the sunkist South” 
and the “Sons of the Blue from the 
windswept North” fought side by side 
at San Juan Hill, in Argonne Forest 
and at Chateau Thierry, we thank God 
for the victories and comradeship of one 
Flag, waving its beautiful folds over 
one common country.

For this money we bought from “Torgsin”, 
820 pounds of flour; 60 pounds of rice; and 12% pounds 
of sugar. Once more we heartily thank you, because we 
are unable to do anything else. May the Lord bless and 
reward you. Then I have one more request to you. If 
you are in a state to help us again, please do so. Then 
there are two more brethren who, because of their re- 
ligious convictions, are deprived of citizenship and ban- 
eked: one for four years and the other for one year. 
Their families consist, one of seven children, another 
four, and they are aes d without bread as we were.

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Our Debt To The Red Man 


By Rev. B. H. Stokley, Founder of the Navajo Evangelization Movement, 
Oraibi, Arizona 





HEN Kit Carson came into the Na- 
vajo country seventy years ago 
with a small band of New Mexico vol- 
unteers, the tribe numbered about fif- 
teen thousand. As the younger men 
loved the war-path more than the ways 
of peace, and as treaties made with the 
older Indians were continually being 
violated by these younger men, Carson 
set about the task of rounding up this 
tribe to take them away into captivity. 
This was accomplished only after the 
Navajos were brought to the point of 
starvation. And even then some es- 
caped to a friendly tribe living down in 
the Grand Canyon. 

The Navajo did not do well in captivi- 
ty. In a short time sickness and death 
had cut deep into his ranks until five 
years later there were but eight thou- 
sand who returned to the reservation 
home. It was thirty years later when 
the first missionaries came to work 
among them. 

Today this is the largest tribe of In- 
dians in the Uniited States, numbering 
forty five thousand. They live on the 
largest reservation of seventeen million 
acres of land. Their home is the high, 
arid mesa country of northeastern Ari- 
zona and northwestern New Mexico. 
Information from an_ authoritative 
source tells us that it takes from twen- 
ty to agi | acres of this land to sup- 
port one sheep, and the Navajo is de- 
pendent almost entirely for his support 
upon his flocks of sheep. In his search 
for pasture for his flock, as well as for 
water in this dry land, he is a nomad. 
There is not a village among all the 
Navajos. They live widely scattered 
over a land in which no white man 
would live. 


How prone we are to point the finger 
of criticism at the Government for that 
which it has failed to do—and its 
failures have been manifest all along 
the way! For instance our treaty with 
these people calls for schools and a 
teacher for every thirty children. As I 
write there are seven thousand Navajo 
children for whom there are no schools 
available; and so the story runs. 


A Missionary Need at Our Doors 


Has the church fulfilled her obliga- 
tions to these red men? Let me tell 
you about it briefly. A missionary 
came to this land from Africa. After 
becoming acquainted with conditions as 
they are, he said this to the writer: 
“During my eleven years on the Congo 
in Africa I never saw conditions to 
equal these which I find here in ‘Chris- 
fd America among the Navajo In- 

ians.” 


Will you, dear reader, pause a mo- 
ment and ask yourself how much you 
know of the spiritual and economic 
conditions of the North American In- 
dian? 

Is the Church debtor? Heathen pag- 
anism, fear, superstition, sickness and 
death still stalk hand in hand with that 
Monster of all iniquity (Satan) across 
the land of the Navajo. Undisputed, 
the religion of the medicine man has 
held sway for centuries. Today in vast 
regions of his reservation we find the 
Navajo living much the same as he did 





when the first track of a white man 
showed in his land. 


As I write the rattle of a gourd and 
the chant of medicine men resound in a 
nearby hogan where we have just vis- 
ited. A sick baby is there and the evil 
spirits must be induced to come out! 
Many deities are appealed to for help. 
It might be a broken limb, or a tubur- 
culous case; it might be a bad dream, 
the hooting of an owl nearby, or the 
coyote that is responsible for the “sing” 
going on. The “sing” continues through 
the long night. A sand painting is 
made on the hogan floor. Revolting 
concoctions are given to the patient to 
drink for medicine and to smear over 
the outside of the body from head to 
foot. The gourd rattles on, mingling 
with the resonous blend of chanting 
voices that vibrate strangely through 
the hogan in the effort to drive out the 
evil spirits. As a natural consequence 
some patients get well. Then the fame 
of the medicine man is spread abroad. 
Other patients die. That was because 
of something over which the medicine 
man had no control, and thus he saves 
his face. We came to a place where 
they were having a “sing” over a two 
month old baby. With real concern the 
mother told our missionary nurse how 
the baby had such terrible pains in its 
legs and in the head. The nurse wanted 
to know how the mother could know 
this. The medicine man had told her. 


Evil Origin of Indian Religion 


Marriages are arranged for by the 
older folks. The cases are few indeed 
where an educated boy or girl is ever 
married to another who has received 
education. The girls are literally sold 
in marriage for sheep, cattle, horses or 
turquois. We know of girls who while 
in their early teen age have been mar- 
ried off to men of fifty or sixty. 


When death comes, the fear of the 
evil spirit that caused the death is so 
great that loved ones are left to die 
alone. Generally they are removed away 
off to die in some temporary, crude 
shelter. Should one die in the hogan 
no one will ever so much as go near it 
again. And yet we find people about 
the country who simply go into rap- 
tures of delight over the beauty of the 
Indian religion, and of his ceremonials 
and his culture, etc. These people tell 
you that his religion is good enough for 
him. The one who talks thus does not 
know our Navajo people and their 
ways. Aside from the outward color and 
pagentry of the Navajo ceremonies and 
religion it is an ugly thing and a dam- 
nable thing. It comes from the pit of 
perdition. 


Is the Church of Christ debtor to the 
Indian? It is estimated that about 
two per cent of the Navajo tribe are 
Christians. There are yet thousands 
who are unevangelized. His nomadic 
life, together with poor roads and clim- 
atic conditions, has resulted in vast re- 
gions being left with little done to 
reach them with the Gospel. After 
more than three years spent here at 
the town of Oraibi, we feel that we 
have but touched the fringes of the 
whole unoccupied territory which lies 
before us. During these past few years 





some important mission stations have 
been closed, while work has been cur- 
tailed in other stations across the re- 
servation. Friends this ought not to 
be. The Master’s command was to 
“Occupy.” When was the order given 
to retreat? 


Jesus Christ died for the Navajo In- 
dian and he has the same right to know 
of this proffered salvation as the black 
man, the brown man or the yellow man 
across the seas. Yea the burden of his 
evangelization is incumbent upon the 
Christians of America in even a greater 
measure. 


The Navajo sits in darkness and the 
shadow of death. The mystical rites and 
many gods of his religion offer him no 
help or comfort in time of sickness and 
death. His religion offers him none of 
those spiritual blessings which we have 
in Christ Jesus. We judge the potency 
of a religion partly by its fruits. The 
Navajo is poor, illiterate, superstitious, 
sick, helpless and unable to lift himself 
out of his condition. He needs a Sav- 
iour—the Saviour of the Bible, for his 
soul, mind and body; for his home and 
the social order of his tribe! His is a 
deep, urgent need! 


He is the responsibility of his white 
brother. He is not the foreigner with- 
in our gates. He is the original owner 
= the land upon which we are squat- 
ers. .

“The seat of the comintern is Mos- 
cow, because this is the capital of the 
only workers’ and peasants’ govern- 
ment in the world, and the comintern 
can meet there freely As the workers 
become the rulers of the other count- 
ries the comintern will not have to con- 
fine its meeting to Moscow alone. 


“The Communist Party of the U.S. A. 
is thus part of a world-wide organiza- 
tion which gives it guidance and 
enhances its fighting power. Under 
the leadership of the Communist Party, 
the workers of the U. S. A. will proceed 
from struggle to struggle, from victory 
to victory, until, rising in a revolution, 
they will crush the capitalist state, 
establish a Soviet State, abolish the 
cruel and bloody system of capitalism, 
and proceed to the upbuilding of social- 
ism, 


“This is why every worker must join 
the Communist Party.” 


Here is a document, only one of many 
now being freely circulated in the 
United States, which violates the agree- 
ment entered into by the Russian Am- 
bassador, Maxim Litvinoff, and Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt as evidenc- 
ed by the treaty which was used as 
the basis to secure ratification by the 
United States of the Soviet Russian 
Government. The author of this book, 
which is Russian Communist propagan- 
da, is Dr. M. J. Olgin, a Russian born 
Jew, who has a long history of revolu- 
tionary activities in the United States. 
He has been in the United States since 
1915, took a Ph. D. degree at Columbia 
University. He has n editor of 
many radical publications in the Soviet 
Russia and in all Russia before coming 
here, and in 1924 was a candidate for 


the New York State Assembly on the 
Communist Party ticket. 


Students of radicalism know that the 
present Soviet Government in Russia 
was organized by aliens and usurpers 
and not representative of the thoughts 
and ideal of the 150,000,000 citizens of 
Russia. 

The Soviet Government of Russia, in 
1914, was composed of 565 persons, as 
follows:

Note the preponderance of Jews in 
the Russian Government. 


It is significant to note that the recent 
overthrow of the German Government 
by the Hitler movement was caused by 
the preponderance of Jews in the Ger- 
man Government, in the universities, as 
lawyers, as physicians, as_ bankers, 
complete domination of all exchanges, 
in commerce, in the theater, moving 
picture industry, in politics. And now 
in the present United States Govern- 
ment it is noticed that an increasing 
number of Jews occupy high key po- 
sitions in all departments. In this 
connection I quote from an article ap- 
pearing in the Washington Herald un- 
der date of June 2, 1934, as follows: 


New York, June 2.—Ten thousand 
persons in Madison Square Garden 
heard Earl Brodder, general secretary 
of the Communist Party, declare to- 
night that the forces that created the 
Soviet Union “are going to create a 
Soviet power in Germany and_ the 
United States.” Brodder spoke at a 
meeting under the auspices of 100 Jew- 
ish organizations to celebrate the con- 
ferring of autonomy upon Biro-Bidjan, 
in eastern Siberia. 


I want to remind loyal Americans 
that it is well to remember the “bor- 
ing-from-within” tactics pursued by 
these aliens and usurpers who pursued 
tactics in Soviet Russia which caused 
the downfall of their Government and 
set up the present Communist-Jewish 
control government which is now in 
operation in Russia, and to point out 
that the same kind of aliens and usur- 
pers are now at work in the United 
States to establish a form of govern- 
ment other than constitutional govern- 
ment, and in order to do this they are 
seeking to paralyze industry, to destroy 
patriotism, and finally, to secure the 
overthrow of government itself in the 
United States.

when they were down in Eeynt. At 
that time, she was a shepherdess looking 
after a flock, and a vineyard. Their 
conversation is full of typical teaching 
along prophetic lines. 


“My mother’s children were angry 
with me; they made me the keeper of 
the vineyards”, she says. 


Knowing that she would have been 
frightened had he approached her in 
the capacity of a king to win her affec- 
tions back in the days when they were 
in Egypt, we can imagine Solomon dis- 
guising himself as a shepherd, leaving 
his palace, going out into a strange 
country to woo the woman of his choice. 


The dialogue indicates that this is 
exactly what happened, because follow- 
ing the above reference by his wife to 
her former profession of a shepherdess, 
Solomon mentions the place where her 
flock used to “rest at noon”. He 
speaks of the manner in which he had 
found her following the “footsteps of 
the flock.” 


Having laid aside the royal robes of 
his kingship, Solomon had apparently 
garbed himself as a shepherd and vis- 
ited the community in which she lived. 
There he won her, not as a king how- 
ever, but as a shepherd. 


In like manner, Jesus Christ left His 
home in the glory, put aside His King- 
ship for a season, came to this earth as 
a shepherd, the Good Shepherd, to win 
His Bride, the Church. 


Throughout the dialogue, Solomon is 
drawn so close to the pre-existent 
Christ that he (Solomon) actually 
speaks about the Lord in the first per- 
son. He applied to himself a title 
which belongs only to Jesus Christ. He 
said: “I am the rose of Sharon, and the 
lily of the valleys.” 


Who can imagine the amazement of 
the Egyptian maid when she discovered 
that she was wedded to the most pow- 
erful potentate in the world instead of 
a humble shepherd? 


Likewise, the Church will some day 
learn, when Christ returns, that its 
Bridegroom is not only a Good Shep- 
herd, but is rather the Eternal Poten- 
tate of the universe, the King of Kings 
and the Lord of lords. 


The Jews in the Dialogue 


As the conversation in the palace 
continues, special mention is made of 
a most significant symbol: “the fig 
tree”. We read: “The fig tree putteth 
forth her green figs.” 


Many Bible teachers are positive that 
the fig tree in Scripture refers invar- 
ibly to the Jewish nation. They inter- 
pret Matthew 24:32,33 to mean that one 
of the signs of the end of this dispen- 
sation will be a quickening among Jews 
the world over: “Now learn a parable 
of the fig tree; When his branch is yet 
tender, and putteth forth leaves, ye 
know that summer is nigh; So likewise 

e, when ye shall see all these things, 
now that it is near, even at the doors.” 


When the “fig tree” buds, when the 
sap of nationalism begins to come u 
in the veins of Jewry, when Jewis 
leaders begin to acquire supremacy 
among the Gentile nations, when the 
better elements of the race begin to 
talk about returning to Palestine, when 
a world-wide stir takes place among 


these scattered people—THEN LOOK 
OUT! “For then shall be great tribu- 
lation, such as was not since the begin- 
ning of the world to this time, no, nor 
ever shall be. And except those days 
should be shortened, there should no 
flesh be saved: but for the elect’s sake 
those days shall be shortened.” 

_It must be remembered that the pe- 
riod of human history referred to above 
will be characterized by the blackest 
night of Israel’s apostasy. Jeremiah’s 
prophecy concerning this rebellious peo- 
ple will be fulfilled: “A reproach and 
a proverb, a taunt and a curse.” 


By insinuating a sinister and false 
Jewish intellectualism into the philo- 
sophical, religious, moral, mental, po- 
litical and economic processes of the 
Gentile nations, the kingdoms of earth 
will literally cave in through convul- 
sions and chaos. One only needs to read 
the Jewish Talmud to discover the at- 
titude of this race which possesses a 
predominating inner sense of revulsion 
against the Gentile nations in which it 
lives. If “The Protocols” are bad, the 
Talmud is worse! 


The pent up Jewish hatred of the 
centuries will vent itself against the 
Gentiles during the end-time, resulting 
in the exhaustion of all nations and the 
setting up of the last great interna- 
tional dictatorship which Christ will de- 
stroy by the “brightness of his appear- 
ing.”

The sessions of the League of Na- 
tions are held in little Switzerland. 
Though serving as the host of the as- 
sembly, the Swiss delegates were the 
only ones to protest against accepting 
into membership, this system of crim- 
inals whose chief ambition is to over- 
throw by a revolution, the gov- 
ernments with which it has now become 
actively associated.

fer eee G through the vast unex- 
plored regions of sacred Scriptures! 
We follow trails that have been opened, 
maybe strike a trail now and then that 
has been deserted and, perhaps if the 
Holy Spirit is guiding, guide (and He 
must or our exploration is vain) we 
shall find a new trail or two and pass 
where none have ever trod. Every por- 
tion of Scripture has an inexhaustible 
depth of meaning which can not be 
reached by shallow reading. 

The Holy Spirit is our Guide. He 
inspired the Scriptures and He will in- 
struct in the Scriptures. The Author 
is the best Teacher. He has been offi- 
cially designated, delegated and au- 
thorized (John 14:26; 15:26; 16:13-15). 

There is a price to be paid to knew 
the Bible. The traveling kit must be 
packed, necessary baggage selected. 
The terms of the journey must be met 
and sacrifice, if necessary, if we would 
know the Word. 

The orientals, when journeying 
through thickets, mountain paths, or 
jungles, where were hidden, lurking 
beasts or stinging serpents, wore a 
lamp fastened to the big toe of either 
foot with a strap around the heel like 
a sandal.

There was a lamp at the feet and a 
light on the pathway. “Thy Word is 
a lamp unto my feet and a light unto 
my path” (Ps. 119:105).

your prayer is not answered there is 
something wrong with YOU or your 
PRAYER. Your life must be squared 
with your petition. 

2.—Prayer is Powerless As a Sub- 
stitute for Action (Ex. 14:15; Josh. 7: 
7,10). Prayer will never take the place 
of things you ought to DO. Pray as 
if everything depended on God and 
serve Him as if everything depended 
on you. 

3.—Prayer is Powerless When Mo- 
tive and Desire Are Carnal (Jas. 4:2, 
3). If God answered some prayers it 
would wreck lives. Seek always to 
pray in line with His will. He knows 
what is best for you. 

4.—Prayer is Powerless to Change 
God’s Decrees (Deut. 3:25, 27). Past 
sin may deprive you of some privileges 
that prayer will not bring back. 
Prayer will not change God’s purpose 
but will release God’s power. Prayer 
is not bending God’s will to meet yours 
but bending your will to meet His. 

5.—Prayer is Powerless When the 
Divine Will Is Set Aside (1 Sam. 8:9, 
18). They sinned deliberately and wil- 
fully. 

6.—Prayer is Powerless in the Pres- 
ence of Unbelief (Jas. 1:6—7). “What- 
soever ye ask believing ye shall re- 
ceive.” When doubt comes in, faith 
goes out. 

7.—Prayer Is Powerless To Prevent 
+ iaatied Chastisement (2 Sam. 12:16, 


8.—Prayer is Powerless to Recall 

Lost Opportunity (Lk. 13:25—27). 
9.—Prayer is Powerless Unless Guid- 
ed by the Holy Spirit (Rom. 8:26—27). 
The Holy Spirit from within, must 
do the praying for us. Paul said: “I 
will pray with the spirit.” This carries 
with it a two-fold assurance of accept- 
ance: “It will be known and understood 
by our heart-searching Heavenly Fa- 
ther (27-a); and it will be in accord- 
ance with His will (27-b).

Oetaher 28 ‘ 
The Christian’s Standard 


of Life 
‘ Eph. 4:17-27; 5:15-21 














HE Christian’s standard of life is 

the life of Christ. The Christian 
“ought himself also so to walk even as 
He walked.” His was a threefold walk 
—a Walk in Love, a Walk in Light, 


and a Walk in Life. The first of these 
is given here, the second for Nov. 18th 
and the third on Nov. 11. We are 
members of His body. Given control 
of His body, now as then, dwelling in 
us He will “walk in us.” So the walk- 
ing “ought” to be the same. 


1.—Love is Impartial. God is Love. 
Therefore His love is independent of 
any consideration outside of Himself, 
such as the attractiveness or deserved- 
ness of its object, hence He is “no re- 
spector of persons.” We ought so to 
walk (See Matt. 5:44—45). 


2.—Love is Impassioned. God SO 
loved (Jn. 3:16). Our salvation is the 
overflow of divine love. “If God SO 
loved us, we also ought to love one 
another” (1 Jn. 4:11). 


3.—Love is Sacrificial. “God so loved 
that He GAVE.” What a costly thing 
it is to love! God paid, Christ paid, 
will you? Do you love God? 

4.—Love is Kind. (Lk. 6:35). “Love 
suffereth long and is kind” (1 Cor. 138: 
4). Our Lord fulfilled this picture in 
life. When will we, His _ followers, 
realize that our growth in Christ-like- 
ness waits upon a kindness of life, out 
of kindness of Spirit, that reflects His 
love in the heart? 


5.—Love is Unfailing. 
faileth” (1 Cor. 13:8). 
Lord’s love, from first to last. With 
men and demons doing their worst, 
under the treachery of betrayal, the 
trial of mockery, the torture of the 
cross, Love kept on loving! What a 
spectacle! And we are the followers of 
such as He! Nay, we are partakers 
of His very nature—which is Love. 


6.—Love is the Evidence of a Chris- 
tian Life (1 John 4:7—8; John 13:35). 
We know we have passed from death 
unto life, because we love the brethren 
(1 Jn. 3:14). If the love is not there, 
the life is not there. 


7.—Love is the Response to His Love. 
This love is not attained by striving 
after it as an external goal. Not by 
imitation but by appropriation. You 
say “I can’t live like that, its not my 
nature.” No, it is not your nature 
but it is His nature. His love is not 
merely, nor mostly, a standard to live 
by, but a reservoir to draw upon. 
What a treasure we have in such an in- 
exhaustible' supply. God is love and 
He has found a way of pouring Him- 
self into our hearts by His Holy Spirit 
given unto us (Rom. 5:5).

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HEN we are told to “grow in 
Grace” it implies that we have 
been quickened by Grace, otherwise it 
doesn’t apply to us. Dead things can’t 
grow. The great Quickener must first 
plant the seed of life. A post planted 
in the ground will not grow. A pebble 
in the richest soil is a pebble still. 
Grain will grow. 
1.—We Must Grow Downward. No 
building is greater than its foundation. 
The foundation is fundamental. The 
house in its building leaves the founda- 
tion without forsaking it. The book in 
its writing leaves the alphabet without 
forsaking it. The foundation remains 
an essential part of the house, the al- 
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phabet an essential part of the book. 
Get a deep hold on the eternal things of 
God; they will yield a rich and abund- 
and sap. This won’t add to the beauty 
but will he invaluable in time of storm. 
Like trees, the Christian grows down- 
ward so as to be able to grow upward. 


2—We Must Grow Upward. As you 
root downward, seek to grow upward. 
As the tree sends out its top shoot 
nearer the sky, so pray that you may 
have more love and a nearer approach 
to Him in prayer. This upward growth 
will add to your beauty. 


3.—We Must Grow Outward. Stretch 
out your branches and let the shadow 
of your influence extend as far as God 
has given you opportunity. 


4.—We must Grow in Fruitfulness. 
To increase the roots and boughs with- 
out having fruit is to diminish the 
beauty and usefulness of the tree. 


We must grow! Our armor will 
tarnish if unused. We must go for- 
ward. Forward is sunlight! Forward 
is Victory! Christ is on ahead! To 
stand still is death! If we were more 
fervent in heart, stronger in faith and 
mightier in prayer, what an influence 
we would have for Christ. Men who 
walk lightly leave but faint steps; but 
men who tread with the tramp of the 
soldier, stamp their footprints on the 
sands of time, never to be erased.

While Moscow was being ushered in- 
to the League, Hitler was delivering 
the kind of a speech in Germany that 
Communists hate: “Remember, Chris- 
tianity was victorious!

We may 
be sure that God’s blessing will rest 
upon the work.” 


Equally important in rebuilding in- 
ternational Jewry, was a different kind 
of a meeting held a few days before in 
Geneva, known as the World Confer- 
ence of Jews.

The Rapture 


Returning to the “Song of Solomon”, 
we learn that the budding of the “fig 
tree’ is to be accompanied with the 
translation of the saints. About the 
time the Jews come into power and in- 
stall their system of world dominion, 
the Bride of Christ will be suddenly 
lifted out of the turmoil of the earth.

But know this, that 
if the goodman of the house had known 
in what watch the thief would come, 
he would have watched, and would not 
have suffered his house to be broken 
up. Therefore be ye also ready: for 
in such an hour as ye think not the Son 
of man cometh.” 


Solomon’s wife, speaking in typology 





as the Bride of Christ,+portrays the 
Rapture in these words: “My beloved 
spake, and said unto me, RISE’ UP, MY 
LOVE, MY DEAR FAIR ONE, AND 
COME AWAY.” This is what our Lord 
is soon to say to His waiting saints: 
“COME AWAY.” 


It is explained in Revelation 19:9 
that the saints will be transported to a 
place in the heavenlies, (without see- 
ing death) to participate in a wonder- 
ful occasion described as the “Marriage 
Supper of the Lamb.” This takes place 
at the time of the Rapture. 


Speaking of this glorious experience, 
Solomon’s Bride uses the following 
language: “He brought me to his BAN- 
QUETING HOUSE, and his banner 
over me was love.” 


The Revelation 


The tribulation government of the 
Antichrist will come to a sudden and 
disastrous climax when Christ descends 
to the earth-plane in the glorious, tri- 
umphant Revelation of Himself. 


In the dialogue, Solomon’s wife also 
gives a clear statement of this event: 


“The voice of my beloved! behold, he 
cometh LEAPING UPON THE 
eo skipping upon the 
ills.” 


Notice how the phrase “LEAPING

with Zechariah’s prophecy of Christ’s 
visible return: “And his feet shall stand 
in that day upon the mount of Olives, 
which is before Jerusalem on the east, 
and the mount of Olives shall cleave 
in the midst thereof toward the east 
and toward the west, and there shall 
be a very great valley; and half of the 
mountain shall remove toward the 
north, and half of it toward the south.” 


When Christ returns, the golden age 
of the Millenium will be ushered in and 
we also have a prophetic picture of this 
wonderful transformation in the “Song 
of Solomon”: “For, lo, the winter is 
past, the rain is over and gone; The 
flowers appear on the earth; the time 
of the singing of birds is come, and the 
voice of the turtle is heard in our land, 
The fig tree putteth forth her green 
figs, and the vines with the tender 
grape give a good smell. Arise, my 
love, my fair one, and come away.”
